D’Efion,  did  I not,  by  giving  their 
publication  in  another  language  to 
the  world,  endeavour  to  follow  the  no- 
ble example  they  had  fet,  for  the  be- 
nefit of  mankind ; laying  afide  for  a 
moment  their  delicacy  of  fex,  and  fu- 
periority  of  rank,  to  explain  to  their 
fellow  fufferers  the  difeafes  they  had 
laboured  under,  and  the  means  by 
which  they  had  been  cured. 

Thefe  tranflations,  part  of  which, 
for  want  of  time,  I was  obliged  to  re- 
ceive from  one  of  the  profeifors  of  a 
feminary  in  France,  fall  greatly  fhort 
of  the  original  in  elegance  of  ftile ; 
but  an  almoft  literal  tranflation  will 
convey  the  Author’s  meaning,  and 
enable  the  candid  reader  to  form  a juft 
judgment  of  the  ftrength  of  his  rea- 
foning,  as  well  as  of  the  jufticeof  his 
caufe

more  to  fay  on  the  fubjecfi,  than  to 
lament  that  men  of  univerfally-allow- 
. ed  fenfe  and  genius  fhould  permit 
their  fignatures  to  be  handed  down 
to  pofterity,  and  tarnifh  that  credit 
they  juftly  received  from  the  world 
in  fo  many  other  infiances ; their  befi 
friends  muft,  with  a blufh  of  borrow 
and  furprife,  lament  that  human  na- 
ture could  not  be  perfect.

to  his  memory,  and  find  themfelves 
reluCtantly  obliged  to  afk— Is  this  the 
man  who  fat  his  face  and  name  ag.iinft 
a newly-difcovered  agent,  at  the  very 
moment  when  he  himfelf  had  improv- 
ed and  afcertained  the  exiftence  of 
that  of  electricity,  as  unexpected  and 
as  furprifing  as  the  one  he  condemns  ? 
They  will  be  driven  to  the  necefiity 
of  fhielding  him  under  the  fit  ofillnefs 
which  confined  him  to  his  houfe  at 
Pafiy,  and  prevented  his  attending 
when  his  brethren  the  Commifiion- 
ers  fhould  have  been  at  the  public 
treatment.  Let  us  for  a moment 
fuppofe  Commillioners  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  examine  into,  and  had 
damned  his  difcoveries What  would 

he 
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he  have  faid  The  effects  appeared 
evident  to  him  in  electricity ; and 
fo  we  muft  fuppofe  they  did  in  Ani- 
mal Magnetifm,  when  three  patients 
were  affedted  at  his  houfe,  and  in  his 
prefence  : But  did  his  agent  appear 
in  eleCtricity  ? — No  ! — How  then 
fhould  the  exigence  of  Animal  Mag- 
netifm be  denied,  when  that  of  elec- 
tricity is  not  ? — Only  becaufe  one  is 
judged  with  candour,  and  the  other 
with  the  reverfe.  But  the  univerfal 
good  of  mankind,  which  DoCtor 
Franklin  no  doubt  has  ftrongly  at 
heart,  will,  we  hope,  foon  induce 
him  to  follow  the  example  of  Monf. 
Juflieu,  his  brother  Commiflioner ; 
a man  of  found  judgment  and  diflin- 
guifhed  abilities,  who  has  writen  in 
favour  of  Magnetifm. 


Thefc 
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Thefe  are  the  incidents,  accom- 
panied with  thoufands  of  cures,  daily 
performed,  which  will  cruffi  that  hy- 
dra intereft,  and  trample  over  the 
petty  opposition  of  ignorance  and  pre- 
judice. The  phylician  of  real  merit 
in  his  profellion  wrill  as  anxioully  pur- 
fue  and  adopt  every  improvement  and 
' additional  means,  which  can  be  dis- 
covered to  increafe  his  power  ot  re- 
lieving his  buffering  patients,  as  does 
the  ftatefman  a ufeful  hint  of  his  mo- 
narch’s or  his  country’s  good 

I mu  ft  requeft  the  Commiflioners 
will  excufe  my  being  obliged  to  differ 
fo  effentially  in  opinion  from  charac- 
ters of  univerfally-allowed  penetra- 
tion and  learning ; and  permit  me 
moft  refpectfully  to  affure  them,  that 
there  are  but  few  fubjedts  on  which 
their  opinions  would  not  have  proved 

to 
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to  me  decifive ; and  that  Animal  Mag- 
netifm  is  one  of  thefe  few,  for  the 
following  reafons; — Firft,  that  one  of 
their  Members  told  me  he  felt  ef- 
fects ; — Secondly,  that  I had  the  ho- 
nour of  producing  effetfls  on  the  ma- 
jor part  of  thofe  patients,  at  Dr. 
D’Fflon’s,  who  have  publifhed  their 
cafes,  as  well  as  on  feveral  others, 
whole  certificates  are  yet  to  come ; 

And,  Thirdly,  that  I have  juft 

now,  as  appears  by  the  patients’  de- 
clarations, produced  a great  number 
oi  effects  and  cures  at  Calais,  with- 
out the  influence  of  either  Imitation, 
Imagination,  or  the  a6t  of  Touching. 
—Truths  are  obflinate  things;  and  re- 
cent, well-attefted  fadts  overturn  all 
theory  and  fuppofitions.

of  the  firft  rank,  placed  in  a line  far 
beyond  the  reach  of  malice,  or  fufpi- 
cion  of  partiality,  are  calculated  to 
enable  the  world  to  form  a juft  opi- 
nion of  the  value  of  Animal  Magne- 
tifm;  and  to  remind  them,  that  the 
good  of  mankind  is  a reigning  objedt 
in  the  minds  of  diftinguifhed  charac- 
ters, who  could  be  actuated  by  no 
other  motive  than  that  of  informing 
their  fellow  creatures  how  they  may 
find  alleviation  of  fuch  fufferings  as 
they  themfelves  have  been  relieved 

from  : 
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from : They  could  not  be  actuated 

by  interefl ; their  fortunes  and  rank 

have  fet  them  above  that : Thev  could 

* 

not  atted  falfehoods  to  efpoufe  the 
part  of  one  fide  or  the  other  : What 
was  Dr.  D’Eflon  or  the  Commiflion- 
crs  to  them? — Nothing.  Their  re- 

gard for  Dr.  D’Eflon  did  not  proceed 
from  his  being  a phyflcian,  but  from 
his  humane,  kind,  iympathifing  man- 
ner of  feeling  their  iufferings,  and  fa- 
crififing  his  health  and  attention  to  the 
relief  of  them  : What  objection  could 
they  have  to  the  Commifiioners  ?-— 
Certainly  none,  had  they  with  un- 
influenced candour  availed  themfelves 
of,  the  lignts  to  judge  by,  which 
the  patients  themfelves  were  anxious 
to  afford  them,  and  by  which  they, 
would  have  eicapcd  the  reproaches, 
fo  liberally  heaped  on  them,  of  attri- 
buting 
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buting  to  the  patients  Imaginations, 
or  to  the  influence  of  Imitation,  or 
to  the  operator’s  ignorance  in  the 
art  of  magnetiiing,  and  making  the 
patients  fufler  from  his  roughnefs  in 
in  touching  them.  It  cannot  be  won- 
dered at  that  fuch  perfons  feel  them- 
felves  hurt  by  the  Commiflioners’  er- 
ror, as  well  as  by  their  unfortunate 
method  of  expoflng  that  error  ; nor 
will  it  appear  furpriflng  that  they  take 
fuch  pains  to  fave  the  reft  of  mankind 
from  the  influence  oi  it,  when  wre 
conflder  that,  to  ufe  Sterne’s  words, 
“Their  blood  is  milk,  and  curdles  at 
another’s  woe;”  if  it  had  not,  they 
would  have  remained  filent  and  in- 
different to  the  fate  of  mankind. 

That  Animal  Magnetifm  will  flou- 
rifh  in  every  corner  of  the  world,  and 
that  it  will  be  received  among  the  other 

improvements 
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improvements  in  the  healing  art,  there 
can  be  no  doubt : And  where  To 

likely  as  in  the  happy  foil  where  li- 
berty, the  encourager  of  improve- 
ments,—and  emulation,  that  radient 
charaCteriftic  of  a Briton,— hurries  on 
to  perfection  ! The  only  danger  is, 
that  fome  unikilled  in  the  knowledge 
of  difeafes,  and  of  the  means  of  con- 
ducting a patient  through  a crifis, 
may  ftart  into  impofition  on  the  pub- 
lic, and  repeat,  by  his  ignorance, 
the  dab  which  Animal  Magnetifm  re- 
ceived from  another  caufe.  Magne- 
tifm is  not  a play-thing  for  fools : But 
what  it  is  I fhall  referve  for  a future 
publication. 

Every  new  difcovery,  which  is 
not  at  frit  fight  capable  of  being 
clearly  underflood  and  accounted  for, 
naturally  produces,  even  amidft  the 

impartial 
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impartial  part  of  mankind,  a degree 
of  difcredit , fo  muft  this.  But  when 
the  fenfes  are  fummoned  into  evi- 
dence, incredulity  gives  place  to  afto- 
nifhment ; and  the  total  privation  of 
pain  and  ficknefs  makes  the  formerly- 
incredulous  become  champions  in  the 
caufe.  This  confederation  will,  I hope, 
plead  fuccefsfully  in  the  minds  of  the 
public  for  a fufpenfion  of  their  judg- 
ment on  this  wonder-working  difco- 
very,  until  experience  and  obferva- 
vion  fhall  have  removed  all  fhadow 
of  doubt  of  it’s  value.

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OBSERVATIONS 
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The  TWO  REPORTS  of  the  COM- 
MISSIONERS, appointed  byHis  Majefty 
the  King  of  France,  to  examine  into 
ANIMAL  MAGNETISM. 


HE  King  appointed  Commifiioners  to 


enquire  into  and  judge  of  the  new 
agent  which  I employ  in  the  cure  of  difeafes ; 
who  have  declared  (one  only  excepted*)  that 
there  is  no  fuch  thing  as  Animal  Magnetifm, 
and  that  the  means  which  are  employed  to 
produce  it  muft  in  the  end  be  attended  with 
fatal  effedls. 


* Mr.  De  Juflleu,  the  only  commifiioner  who  thought 
feimfdf  obliged  to  pay  dole  attention  to  my  treatment. 
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Is 
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Is  this  decifion  juft  ? Is  it  reafonablc  ? I 
may  certainly  be  allowed  to  aflc  the  queftion. 
Government  defired  to  be  inftrudted  on  the 
fubjed.  If  I produce  fufficient  proofs, 
and  derive  them  principally  from  thofe  very 
Reports  of  the  Commiffioners,  I cannot  fail 
of  bringing  home  convidion  to  every  difin- 
terefted  and  unprejudiced  mind  ; which  alone 
is  the  intent  of  this  publication. 

Let  us  take  a curfory  view  of  the  fads  laid 
down  by  the  Commiffioners,  and  the  confe- 
quences  which  they  draw  from  them,  in  their 
own  word's.  If  by  this  Ample  method  I do 
not  prove  the  exiftence  of  that  agent  which 
they  deny,  at  lead  I will  ffiew  that  they  have 
neither  afcertained  that  it  is  new  or  dange- 
rous. 

This  undertaking  is  to  me  very  difagreeable, 
and  muft  be  tedious  to  my  readers  but  the 
benefit  of  mankind  is  my  only  motive,  and  de- 
mands every  facrifice. 

The  existence  of  a univerfal  fluid  is  not  a 
new  difcovery.  Among  the  ancients  and  mo- 
derns we  find  a great  number  of  men  diftin- 
guiffied  for  their  fuperiority  of  genius,  who 
have  not  doubted  that  the  heavenly  bodies,  as 

' well 
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well  as  the  earth,  are  furrounded  by  one  com~ 
mon  element ; which,  by  infmuating  itfelf 
into  every  part  of  their  bodies,  governs  their 
motions ; and  which,  in  chemical  language, 
is  known  by  the  title  of  Phlogifton. 

The  eledric  and  magnetic  fluids,  called  wa- 
ter, air,  and  fire,  are  but  parts  of  that  univerfal 
fluid,  of  that  fame  element,  which  becomes 
fenfible  only  by  its  effects  ; as  by  flame  and 
heat  in  fire,  by  the  influence  of  the  loadflone 
on  iron,  and  fo  on.  If  we  wifhed  to  deny 
their  exiflence,  we  would  fay  of  them  what 
the  Commiflioners  fay  of  Magnetifm  ; that 
they  efcape  from  all  our  fenfes,  have  neither 
tafte  nor  fmell,  that  they  ad  without  noife, 
and  encompafs  or  penetrate,  without  giving 
any  notice  either  by  the  fight  or  touch. 

The  arguments  which  I made  ufe  of  to  the 
Commiflioners,  when  I made  them  acquaint- 
ed with  Animal  Magnetifm,  were,  that  this 
agent  is  neither  vifible  to  the  fight  nor  touch  ; 
but  that  I would  prove  its  exiflence  by  its 
continued  adion,  and  by  its  curative  effeds, 
in  the  treatment  of  difeafes. 

They  fay  that  I engaged  to  demonflrats 
the  exiflence  of  Animal  Magnetifm  to  them,

to  communicate  my  knowledge  on  that  dil- 
coycry,  and  to  prove  the  utility  of  it:  “Not  in 
its  power  of  curing  dtfeafes,”  fay  they,  “but  by 
its .conflant  effeds  in  the  treatment  of  them.” 
Let  us  now  fee  whether  I fulfilled,  or  have 
been  willing  to  fulfil,  my  engagements.  The 
CommifTioners  acknowledge  my  having  dif- 
covered  to  them  my  rules ; that  I reduced 
them  to  writing  j that  I intruded  them  in  the 
manner  of  putting  Animal  Magnetifm  in  prac- 
tice ; that  I made  them  acquainted  with  the 
internal  conftrudion  of  the  Bacqaet.  Is  it 
then  my  fault,  if  they  would  not  join  the  the- 
ory to  the  practice,  but  obftinately  negleded 
the  former  without  ever  giving  themlelves  the 
trouble  to  enquire  from  whence  that  fluid  was 
derived  ? 

The  exigence  of  Magnetifm  could  be  proved 
by  the  treatment  of  patients.  I invited  the 
Commiffioners  to  come  into  my  apartments, 
deftined  for  that  purpofe,  to  fee  my  patients, 
and  to  attend  to  the  effeds  produced  by  it. 
But  let  us  take  notice  of  their  del'cription  of 
that  treatment.  “ Nothing,”  fay  they,  “is  more 
aftoniihing  than  this  pidure.  Without  having 
been  an  eye  witnefs  no  one  can  be  capable  of 
. forming 
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forming  an  idea  of  it  ; and,  when  you 
have  feen  it,  you  are  as  much  aftonifhed 
at  the  perfect  tranquillity  of  fome  patients, 
as  at  the  violent  agitation  of  others;  of 
the  different  and  repeated  incidents,  and  of 
the  wonderful  effe&s  produced  by  fympathy. 
Here  you  fee  patients  {ingle  out  and  run  to 
others;  fmile  on  one  another ; talk  affection- 
ately, and  mutually  alleviate  each  others  crifes; 
and  all  are  influenced  by  the  operator  ; whole 
look,  voice,  or  even  a motion  made  by  him, 
roufes  them  inflantly  from  even  an  apparent 
jftate  of  drowfinefs.  Thofe  effeCts,  being  con- 
fiant  and  uniform  in  their  production,  leave 
no  room  to  doubt  that  there  is  a great  power, 
which  agitates  the  patients,  has  dominion  over 
them,  and  of  which  the  Magnetifer  feems 
to  be  the  perfeCt  pofieifor.” 

In  the  firfh  moments  of  their  afton-ifhment, 
the  Commiflioners  moffc  readily  employed 
themfelves  in  examining  the  patients;  and 
though  they  give  an  account  of  feveral,  they 
omit  the  following  cafes,  to  which  they  were 
witnefles. 
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A woman,  who  had  been  ailing  for  three 
years,  came  under  my  treatment  the  17th  of 
April  lad;  fhe  was  thought  to  be  pregnant; 
her  difeafe  was  an  afeites.  Meffrs.  Maugras 

O 

and  Ferrand  had  attended  her.  She  declared 
to  the  Commiffioners  that  fhe  found  her  fwell- 
ing  confiderably  diminifhed ; that  from  the 
firft  day  of  the  treatment  fhe  had  a return  of 
her  menfes,  which  had  been  fuppreffed  for 
eighteen  months  pafl ; and  that  her  urine, 
which  had  been  until  this  time  very  clear  and 
tranfparent,  was  now  become  turbid  and  more 
abundant.  Twenty-four  days  after,  fhe  was 
re-examined,  and  was  declared  to  be  found  as 
follows : their  atteftation  of  which  is  in  my 
hands. 

“ We  have  examined  the  dropfical  woman 
(No.  2.)  Her  belly  appears  to  us  to  be  greatly 
diminifhed  in  fize  ; though,  according  to  her 
own  account,  her  fize  varies  feveral  times  dur- 
ing the  courfe  of  the  day.  She  meafured  her- 
felf  at  different  periods  of  her  difeafe,  and  al- 
ways in  the  morning  when  getting  up.  The 
meafure  which  fhe  fhewed  us,  of  the  4th  of 
June  laft,  was  three  feet  three  inches  and  a 
half;  this  day,  June  14th,  it  meafures  three 

feet 
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feet  and  half  an  inch,  according  to  ourobferv- 
ation.”

On  the  1 8th  of  May  the  Commiflioners  gave 
me  another  patient,  named  Frances  Lamotte  ; 
who,  in  confequence  of  a flrain,  had  a fw ell-  ' 
ing  in  her  hand,  and  a confiderable  degree  of 
pain  in  the  articulation  of  the  fhoulder  and  in 
the  fcapula.  The  pain  having  increafed,  fhe 
went  into  the  hofpital  of  St.  Sulpice,  where  the 
application  of  bliftering  plaifters  pioduced  no 
alleviation  of  her  fufferings.  For  nine  months 
after  quitting  the  hofpital  fhe  employed  other 
remedies  with  fo  little  fuccefs,  that  fhe  could 
not  move  her  arm,  and  fcarcely  her  fingers ; all 
fhe  could  do  was  to  turn  up  her  hand  and  fhut 
it,  even  that  with  difficulty  and  pain.  This 
is  the  fubftance  of  her  examination,  to  which 
fhe  fubmitted  the  14th  of  June.  The  Com- 
mifiioners’  atteffed  certificate  is  in  my  hands. 

“ This  day,  June  14th,  we  examined  Fran- 
ces Lamotte.  She  moves  her  hand  with  great- 
er facility ; file  can  carry  it  to  her  head ; file 
ffretches  out  her  arm,  and  fore  arm,  but  fhe 
cannot  bend  it  without  the  affiflance  of  her 
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other  hand ; fhc  only  feels  the  pain  in  her 
fhoulder  when  it  is  touched  ; but  {he  has  a con- 
tinual pain  in  the  joint  of  her  elbow,  and  in 
her  hands ; the  fhoulder  is  a little  lefs  fwelled; 
the  pains  feem  to  increafe  and  diminilh  ac- 
cording to  the  change  of  weather.”

The  2 1 ft  of  May  thefe  gentlemen  gave  me  a 

third  patient,  named  Louis  Etieune  P , 

about  fix  years  old.  Their  ftate  of  her  cafe  re- 
prefented,  that  {he  had  obftru&ions  in  all  the 
glands  of  her  neck,  as  well  as  in  thofe  of  the 
left  axilla ; one  very  large,  the  others  about 
the  fize  of  a fmall  pigeon’s  egg ; and  that  this 
may  be  looked  on  as  a fcrophulous  cafe.  The 
following  is  the  atteftation  of  her  cafe,  taken 
June  14th. 

“ This  day,  June  14th,  we  have  examined 

Louis  Etieune  P . We  found  the  glands 

of  her  neck  diminifhed  in  lize,  as  well  as  thofe

of  her  axilla.  There  is  one  very  large  one, 
meafuring  about  ten  lines  in  diameter.  There 
are  nine  enlarged  glands  in  her  chin  and  neck, 
which  are  very  painful  when  touched;  fmall 
ones  out  of  number.”

I need 
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I need  not  obferve  how  valuable  and  dec!- 
five  thefe  firfb  examinations  were.  Thefe  for- 
tunate beginnings  gave  me  room  to  hope  that 
the  Commiflioners  would  foon  be  as  well  con- 
vinced as  I was  of  the  happy  effects  of  Magne- 
tifm  ; but  thefe  hopes  lpeedily  vanifhed.  The 
Cornmifiloners  foon  gave  up  the  proceedings 
which  they  had  agreed  on,  and  which  they 
had  already  in  part  put  in  execution;  viz.  that 
of  paying  attention  to  the  patients. — Why  did 
they  giveit  up?— I requeft  the  reader  only  to 
obferve  the  reafons  they  give  for  fo  doing. 
“ The  Commiftioners,”  fay  they,  “ foon 
thought  that  the  public  place  of  treatment 
could  not  be  a proper  one  for  their  experiments. 
The  multiplicity  of  efte&s  were  the  fir  ft  ob- 
ftacles  ; the  variety  of  incidents,  all  occurring 
together,  prevented  the  neceftary  attention 
which  fhould  be  feparately  paid  to  any  one  of 
them.  Belides,  the  patients  of  rank  who  at- 
tend the  treatment  might  think  our  queftions 
importunate.  They  therefore  refolvec,  that 
as  their  attendance  at  the  public  treatment  was 
not  neceftary,  it  would  be  fufficient  for  a few 
of  them  to  go  there  from  time  to  time. 
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The  gentlemen  of  the  Royal  Society  * went 
much  further— “'We  thought,”  fay  they,  “ we 
might  decline  attending  to  incidents  which 
were  extraordinary  and  wonderful ; fuch  as 
the  renewal  of  convulfive  movements  by  the 
direction  of  a finger,  or  of  a conductor,  through 
the  back  of  a chair,  thickly  fluffed  ; through 
a door  or  wall ; the  fenfations  felt  on  approach- 
ing a tree,  a bafon,  a body,  or  piece  of  ground, 
which  had  been  previously  magnetifed.” 

How  then  could  it  be  pofiible  to  prove  the 
difputed  existence  of  an  unknown  agent,  if  one 
party  refufes  to  attend  to  the  curative  effeds 
in  the  treatment  of  difeafes,  and  the  other  the 
examination  of  effeds,  which  are  merely  phy- 
fical  ? — For  my  part,  I infilled  on  our  agree- 
ment, defiring  that  principally,  and  almofl 
exclufively,  the  examination  Should  be  made 
on  the  mode  of  cure.  The  Commiflioners’ 
reafons  for  not  doing  fo  were — 

“ Nature  cures  difeafes,”  fays  the  Father 
of  Phyfic.  The  obfervation  of  every  age 

proves 

* Seeing  thefe  gentlemen  avoided  paying  the  neceflary 
attention,  I prefented  a petition  to  Mr.  Le  Noir,  praying 
the  Minifter  would  add  three  State  Counfellors  to  the 
Commiflioners. 
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proves  that  Nature  alone,  and  without  any  me- 
dical affiftance,  cures  a great  number  of  dif- 
eafes : She  is  powerful  enough  to  keep  up  life, 
even  againft  the  word  ot  regimen  : and  fome- 
times  triumphs  over  not  only  the  difeafe,  but 
even  over  the  remedies  injudiciously  exhibit- 
ed. How  is  it  poffible  then  to  prove  by  the 
treatment  of  patients  the  effedt  of  an  agent, 
whofe  exigence  is  denied ; whiift  the  effedis 
of  remedies  can  be  contefted,  whofe  exiftence 
admits  of  no  doubt  ?” 

What  opinion  then  is  to  be  formed  of  the 
art  of  Phyfic,  and  of  the  remedies  it  admini- 
fters  fo  profufely,  if  the  Commiffiuners  talk  fo 
of  it  ? For  my  part,  who  have  at  all  times 
held  it  as  an  undeniable  truth,  that  the  pro- 
perties of  Jefuit’s-bark,  opium,  antimony,  and 
of  every  other  medicine  whatfoever,  could  only 
be  afcertained  by  conltant  obfervation,  I 
could  not  avoid  thinking  alfo,  that  the  moft 
certain  method  of  judging  of  Animal  Magne- 
tifm,  was  to  obferve,  to  weigh,  to  examine 
it’s  curative  effedts ; and  when  the  Commif- 
fioners  rejedt  this  kind  of  proof,  after  having 
agreed  on  it,  I cannot  admit  of  what  they  have 
fubftituted  in  it’s  place ; they  having  chofen 

to 
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to  amufe  themfelves  with  obfervingthe  aCHon 
of  Animal  Magnetifm,  of  forming  a judge- 
ment by  it’s  momentary  effects  on  the  animal 
(Economy,  and  by  the  chafes  which  it  ap- 
pears to  produce  there. 

If  the  Commiffioners  had  previoufly  ap- 
prifed  me  that  they  would  hav  c:  if;  :d  their 
examination  to  that  only,  x fhould  have  taken 
care  to  have  warned  them,  and  perhaps  con- 
vinced them,  of  it’s  infufticiency,  by  making 
them  obferve  that  it  is  only  on  the  fmalleft 
number  of  patients  that  Magnetifm  produces 
momentary  and  fenlible  effects  ; that  many 
are  cured  without  feeling  even  the  flighted: 
derangement;  and  in  fhort  that,  amidft  thcfe 
who  are  mod:  fenfble  and  mold  fufceptible  of 
the  momentary  aCHon,  and  of  the  effects 
which  are  merely  phyfical,  the  impreflions 
vary  continually.  I would  have  made  them 
obferve  that  fometimes  patients,  who  are  fub- 
jeCt  to  be  violently  effected,  fail  into  criles, 
without  being  touched,  without  fitting  down 
* to  the  Bacquet,  and  without  any  direction 
being  made,  towards  them  ; whilft  at  other 
times,  though  treated  magnetically,  touched, 
and  feated  down  to  the  Bacquet,  they  pafs 

hours, 
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hours,  nay  even  whole  days,  without  feeling; 
any  etTeds. 

The  lead  attention  paid  to  my  operations 
would  have  furniihed  the  Commiflioners 
ample  room  to  make  thefe  obfervations ; and 
would,  I make  not  the  lead  doubt,  havebrought 
them  back  to  the  plan  which  I had  propofed. 
At  any  rate,  if  they  had  refufed  to  do  fo, 
being  previoufly  convinced  that  the  mode 
of  examination  which  they  had  prpjeded 
would  prove  infufficient,  I fhould  have  held 
it  unneceffary,  nay  even  dangerous,  to  have 
communicated  my  theory  or  pradice  to 
them. 

The  refult  of  thofe  gentlemen’s  new  plan 
was,  that  of  leading  them  on  from  one  error 
to  another ; as  a curfory  view  of  the  experi- 
ments they  afterwards  made  will  fufficiently 
prove. 

From  that  moment  they  avoided  all  difcuf- 
fion  on  the  fubjed  with  me,  and,  in  general, 
even  made  their  experiments  unknown  to  me; 
but  the  well-known  candour  of  the  Com- 
mifiioners  will  make  me  take  for  granted  all 
that  they  alTert  on  the  fubjed. 

They 
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“ They  avoided,”  fay  they,  “making  the 
firft  experiments  on  themfelves ; but  that  their 
firfl  objed:  was,  and  ought  to  be,  not  to  pay  too 
much  attention  to  what  pafTed  in  themfelves. 
They  were  magnetifed  by  Mr.  D’Eflon,  or  by 
his  difciples ; for  which  purpofe  they  placed 
themfelves  at  the  Bacquet  once  a week,  and 
they  have  continued  there  for  two  hours  and  a 
half  atatime.  Not  one  of  them  felt  any  effeds, 
or  at  lead:  felt  nothing  which  could  be  at- 
tributed to  Magnetifm.” 

It  is  but  too  obvious,  that  it  mud;  have 
been  very  difficult  for  thefe  gentlemen  to  have 
experienced  violent  fenfations  from  their 
fittings,  which  were  repeated  but  once  a week, 
and  even  that  with  the  precaution  not  to  at- 
tend too  much  to  what  palled  within  them- 
felves. I pafs  over  the  infignificance  of  the 
negative  proof  they  advance,  that  not  one  of 
them  felt  any  effeds.  I have  already  faid 
that,  in  health,  the  effed  of  Magnetifm  is 
not  always  felt  even  in  illnels  people  are  very 
often  perfedly  infenlible  to  it. 

But  an  anfwer  to  thofe  gentlemen  will  be 
bed  deduced  from  their  own  words  and  ob- 
fervations. 
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“ Not  one  of  them,  ” fay  they,  <c  felt  any 
eifedts ; or,  at  leaft,  nothing  which  could  be 
attributed  to  Magnetifm.”  Yet  we  find  in 
the  1 8th  page  of  their  Report  the  following 
words  “ One  of  us  felt  a flight  pain  at  the 
pit  of  his  flomach,  from  the  violent  prefliire 
which  had  been  made  on  it  ; this  pain  lafted 
the  whole  day  and  the  next  alfo,  and  was 
accompanied  with  laflitude  and  uneafinefs.  A 
fecond  felt,  in  the  evening  of  the  day  in  which 
he  had  been  operated  on,  a flight  irritation 
of  his  nerves,  to  which  he  is  very  fubjedt.  A 
third,  who  had  naturally  a very  great  mobi- 
lity and  nervous  fenfibility,  felt  more  pain, 
and  a more  remarkable  irritation  of  his 
nerves.” 

The  gentlemen,  members  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  chufing  to  be  feparate  in  their  ex- 
aminations from  thofe  of  the  Royal  Society, 
have  taken  no  notice,  in  their  Report,  of  a 
fourth  effedt,  which  was  felt  by  Mr.  Cailie, 
one  of  their  members.  He  was  placed  at 
the  Bacquet,  without  being  touched  or  mag- 
netifed  by  any  one ; he  was  fo  violently 
effedted  with  a heat  and  glowing,  beginning 
at  the  pit  of  his  flomach,  becoming  general 

all 
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all  over  his  body,  and  fucceeded  with  a defire 
to  vomit  and  faintnefs,  that  he  was  obliged 
to  quit  the  conductor.  JHTe  immediately  told 
it  to  above  twenty  of  my  patients,  and  then 
to  the  Lieutenant  de  Police,  at  whofe  houfe 
we  dined'  together  that  day.  Let  me  then 
afk  where  we  Lh all  look  for  that  rigid  and 
faithful  veracity  which  the  Commifiioners 
boafl  of?  Shall  we  find  it  in  this  account 
given  by  them  before  their  Report,  or  in  their 
fubfequent  publication  ? 

Here  then  we  find  four  of  the  Commifiion- 
ers  who  have  felt  effedts  from  Magnetifm. 

And,  to  fhew  myfelf  as  fcrupuloufly  exadt 
as  they  are,  I mud  beg  leave  to  obferve, 
that  in  the  beginning  of  their  Report  they 
allow,  that,  in  a date  of  health,  the  effedts 
produced  by  Magnetifm  are  very  trifling, 
and  that  it  is  only  at  the  conclufion  of  it  that 
they  abfolutely  deny  the  exiflence  of  this 
agent. 

From  thefe  experiments  made  on  them- 
felves,  the  Commiflioners  pafs  on  to  others 
made  on  patients.  They  gathered  together 
feven  at  Mr.  Franklin’s,  at  PafTy. 
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A negative  argument,  diverted  of  every 
other  confideration,  proves  nothing,  only  be- 
caufe  it  is  a negative  one.  It  was  a point 
fixed  by  us,  that  moft  commonly  no  fenfible 
effets  were  produced. 

“ Three  others,”  fay  they,  “felt  effets. 
Francis  Grenet  felt  pain,  and  his  eye  wa- 
tered. Mrs.  Carpentier  complained  of  a pain, 
in  her  head  when  the  finger  was  directed 
towards  her  pole ; when  the  finger  was  di- 
rected towards  her  face,  fihe  faid  fhe  could 
not  breathes  the  finger  being  directed  upwards 
and  downwards,  fhe  complained  of  dying 
pains  from  her  head  to  her  fhoulders.  She 
feemed  to  be  equally  affected  when  blindfold. 
The  operator  held  his  fingers  under  her  nofe, 
whilft  her  eyes  were  fhut ; and  fhe  faid  fhe 
fhould  faint  if  they  did  not  defift. — Ennuye 
felt  the  fame  effects,  but  not  fo  ftrongly.”  But 
thefe  effects,  which  they  called  lefs  flrong, 
merited  another  definition  and  might  have 
been  better  defcribed,  by  faying  that  this 
patient  felt  fo  ftrongly  every  direction  of  the 
finger,  that  he  could  not  continue  to  fit  in 
his  chair. 
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But  the  Report  goes  on  thus. 

“ Thefe  effects  merited  the  ferious  atten- 
tion of  the  Commiflioners,  and  called  for  a 
very  accurate  examination.” 

Yet  what  was  the  confequence  ? Thefe 
firft  effects  were  neither  followed  nor  attended 
to.  They  never  were  taken  any  further  no- 
tice of ; indeed  the  Report  proves  it  ; fince 
in  it  we  read  that,  “to  fix  their  ideas  re- 
fpedling  this  matter,  they  determined  to  exa- 
mine patients  who  fhould  be  placed  elfewhere, 
-and  in  other  circum fiances.  They  placed 

at  a private  Bacquet,  with  themfelves,  Mrs. 

de  B and  de  V and  Meflrs.  M and 

R ; and  rcquefied  thefe  four  people  to 

obferve  what  eifedts  they  fhould  feel : But 
without  paying  too  great  attention  to  them, 

Mr.  M , the  moment  the  finger  was 

directed  to  his  knee,  in  which  he  had  a 
complaint,  believed  he  felt  a gentle  heat  in 
that  part  where  he  generally  feels  pain. 

Mrs.  de  V , fubjedt  to  nervous  affedtions, 

was  often  ready  to  fall  afieep  wbilft  mag- 
netifed ; and  {he  felt  alfo  an  uneafinefs  and 
agitation.” 

Thefe  effedls  are  very  trifling,  compared 
to  thofe  the  Commiflioners  were  witnefles  to 
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at  ri\y  houfe ; but  Hill  they  are  effeds. 
They  fuppofe  them  produced  by  fome 
caufe;  and  their  manner  of  accounting  for 
them  in  their  Report  is  truly  curious. 

<c  We  may  conclude,”  fay  they,  “ that  Mr. 

M was  too  anxious  in  attending  to 

what  he  felt;  that  Madame  de  V might 

have  been  tired  of  it ; that,  no  doubt,  the 
linger  of  the  operator  mull  have  been  brought 
too  near  the  watering  eye  of  Grenet;  and  in 
fhort,  that  Mrs.  Carpentier  thought  fhe 
fhould  have  pleafed  the  Commiffioners  by 
faying  fhe  felt  effeds.” 

Wonderful  obfervations!  Amazing  expe- 
riments! Let  me  only  afk  what  fort  of  judg- 
ment it  mud  be  which  is  founded  on  fufpicion, 
doubts,  and  conjectures.  Yet  here  began  the 
fufpicion,  already  preconcerted,  that  thofe 
apparent  fads  might  be  only  the  efted  of 
Imagination  : And,  to  convince  themfelves 
that  they  were  fo,  the  Commiffioners  em- 
ployed Mr.  Jumelin  to  make  experiments. 
This  phyfician  certainly  merits  great  efteem, 
as  well  as  Mr.  Sigaud,  who  is  alfo  quoted 
by  them  — I cannot  tell  why;  but  I cannot 
fix  my  attention  on  things  which  regard  me 
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perfonally.  I am  perfectly  unacquainted  with 
the  extent  of  thefe  two  phyficians’  knowledge 
in  Magnetifm.  They  allow  that  they  learned 
nothing  from  me,  and  that  is  all  I want 
of  them. 

The  Commiffioners  go  on  to  give  us  an 
account  of  three  other  experiments,  which 
they  performed  on  three  of  my  patients. 
They  agree  that  all  of  them  had  crifes,  but 
they  want  to  prove  thofe  crifes  to  have  been 
the  effed  of  Imagination.  A young  man  was 
led  by  them  to  a place  where  I had  mag- 
netifed  a tree  : between  him  and  the  mag- 
netifed  tree  were  four  other  trees  ; the  firft  dis- 
tant from  it  thirty  eight  feet,  the  next  thirty- 
fix,  the  third  twenty-feven,  and  the  fourth 
twenty-four.  He  was  led  by  them  blindfold 
from  one  to  the  other. 

At  every  tree  the  young  man  felt  himfelf 
fomewhat  affeded,  and  at  the  fourth  he 
fell  into  a crifis.  I cannot  conceive  how 
this  affords  any  argument  againfi:  the  power 
of  Magnetifm.  His  falling  into  a crifis, 
before  he  had  arrived  to  the  magnetifed 
tree,  does  not  prove  that  that  tree  would  not 
have  produced  the  effed.  I will  make  only 

one 
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one  obfervation  of  the  many  which  inftantly 
occur;  and  which  thefe  gentlemen  Com- 
miilioners  might  have  made  themfelves,  if 
they  had  thought  proper  to  recollect  my 
theory,  and  the  effects  to  which  they  were 
feveral  times  witneffes  : indeed  it  is  no  more 
than  repeating  what  I have  advanced  before, 
that  the  operation  of  the  agent,  once  excited 
in  anyperfon,  is  terminated  fooner  or  later,  ac- 
cording to  the  law  of  Nature;  whole  days 
pafs  fometimes  in  expectation  of  this  termina- 
tion or  crilis.  And  this  young  man’s  falling 
into  this  crifis,  before  his  arrival  at  themag- 
tifed  tree,  could  have  been  caufed  only  by 
the  effect  of  my  operation  on  him  whilft 
we  were  going  in  the  carriage  together,  or 
perhaps,  indeed,  from  the’  preceeding  day’s 
treatment. 

The  more  extraordinary  thefe  obfervation s 
may  appear  to  the  Commiffioners,  the  more 
they  fhould  have  excited  their  attention.  Nor 
can  1 avoid  accufing  them  of  being  too  hafty, 
in  pronouncing  an  abfolute  judgment  on  a fur- 
priling  faCt,  which  at  leaft  demanded  a repe- 
tition on  the  fame  fubjeCt,  or  on  others,  be- 
fore they  could  venture  to  declare  it  to  be  the

effect  of  Imagination.  Had  Mrs.  P- alfo  a 

ftrong  crifis  without  being  magnetifed  ? But 
Tny  obfervations  oil  the  former  cafe  will  an- 
fwer  this.  It  muft  be  allowed  that  thefe  two 
fads  are  of  but  little  confequence  in  them- 
felves : and  even  if  they  could  have  been  pro- 
duced by  Imagination,  they  might  alfo  have 
been  the  retarded  effeds  of  Magnetifm. 

The  cafe  of  Mifs,  B is  more  curious. 

Magnetifed  unknown  to  her,  through  a door 
made  only  of  paper,  fhe  felt,  fay  they,  no  ef- 
feds, but  converfed  with  fprightlinefs ; and 
when  the  date  of  her  health  was  enquired  af- 
ter, fhe  anfwered  fhe  was  perfedly  well.  The 
phyfician,  after  fpending  in  vain  half  an  hour  in 
magnetifing  her,  returned  into  the  apartment 
where  fhe  was  ; and  having,  with  her  own  con- 
fent,  magnetized  her,  in  three  minutes  time  fhe 
felt  an  uneafy  fenfation,  and  a heavinefs,  which 
ended  in  a ftrongly  marked  crifis. 

I could  immediately  explain  this  circum- 
flance,  and  make  ule  of  it  as  a ftrong  proof  of 
the  power  and  effed  of  Magnetifm,  by  obferv- 
ing  that  this  young  woman  comes  regularly  to 
my  treatment;  that  fhe  declared  to  me,  before 
a g^eat  number  of  patients,  that,  whilfl:  mag- 
netifed 
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netifed  through  the  paper/  fhe  was  felzed  with 
fuch  a laughing  fit,  as  fhe  moftly  experiences 
when  her  crifes  are  coming  on  ; and  that  this 
fit  of  laughing  was  followed  with  one  of  fweat- 
ing  fo  profufely,  that  fhe  could  not  hold  the 
linen  fhe  was  cutting  out,  and  that  fhe  was 
obliged  at  every  inffant  to  wipe  her  hands. 
But  thefe  gentlemen  have  gone  fo  far  as  to 
fuppofe,  that  there  are  patients  who  think  it 
neceffary  to  compliment  their  phyficians,  by 
faying  they  feel  effeds  when  they  do  not : this 
perfon’s  teftimony  then  mull  have  no  weight. 
Yet  her  certificate  on  the  fubjed  carries  with 
it  fome  degree  of  probability.  She  was  in  a 
ftrange  houfe,  in  company  with  a lady  fhe  had 
never.feen  before,  and  to  whom  fine  had  been 
prefented  for  employment.  The  gentlemen, 
in  their  Report,  fay  fhe  converfed  with  her 
with  a great  deal  of  fprightlinefs.  This  gaiety 
with  a ftrange  lady  of  rank  was  too  ill  placed 
to  be  natural,  and  refembles  very  ftrongly  that 
which  generally  foreruns  her  cribs.  The 
ftrongeft  argument  which  thefe  gentlemen  feem 
to  draw  from  this  experiment  is,  that  by  mag- 
netifing  at  dired  poles,  and  yet  producing 
thereby  effeds,  they  have  overturned  the  the- 
ory 
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ory  and  practice  of  Magnetifm  j and  that  it 
muft  follow,  that  thofe  effects  are  not  produ- 
ced by  Magnetifm,  but  by  Imagination.  My 
anfwer  is  a very  plain  one  : That  certainly  in 
operating  we  direft  to  magnetife  at  oppofite 
poles.  It  is  the  mod;  ufual  and  moft  efficaci- 
ous dire&ion  perhaps  ; but  I never  faid  that  ef- 
fe<fls  could  not  be  produced  by  magnetifing  at 
direct  poles. — Nay,  I faid  pofitively  the  con- 
trary to  the  Commiffioners. 

• But  I have  dwelt  too  long  on  experiments, 
as,  badly  concerted  as  they  were  executed. 
Thofe  gentlemen  would  always  ad!,  but  never 
liften  to  reafon  or  inftrudtion. 

The  Commiffioners  make  no  mention  of 
fome  other  experiments,  which,  perhaps, 
fhould  not  have  been  paffed  over  in  filence. 
Such  as  that  performed  at  Mr.  de  la  Voifier’s 
on  a Chevalier  de  St.  Louis,  a gentleman  to 

i 

me,  until  that  moment,  perfe&ly  unknown. 
He  had  a pain  in  one  fide  of  his  head,  which, 
on  the  application  of  my  hand,  removed  to 
one  of  his  fides,  and  then  to  his  belly ; by 
bringing  my  foot  near  his,  I alternately  pro- 
duced and  removed  at  will  a fenfation  of  heat 

and 
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and  cold,  which  I fhifted  alfo  to  every  part  of 
his  body. 

I magnetifed  by  reflection  from  a looking- 
glafs,  at  Mr.  Franklin’s  at  PafTy,  a woman  of 
that  village,  whofe  back  was  turned  to  the  glafs 
and  did  not  perceive  me.  She  gave  thefe  gen- 
tlemen an  accurate  and  defcriptive  account  of 
what  die  felt. 

Madame  la  Comteffe  de  L.  B.  was  in  fo 
firon£  a crifis  as  to  be  infenfible.  Her  arm 
was  elevated  in  an  unnatural  pofition,  and  vio- 
lently contracted.  1 afked  the  Commifiioners 
who  were  prefent,  among  the  red  Mr.  le  Roi 
and  Mr.  de  Juffieu,  whether  they  wifhed  I 
fhould  make  the  arm  change  it’s  pofition,  and 
the  palm  of  the  hand,  which  was  turned  to- 
wards her  back,  take  it’s  natural  fituation. 
To  which  they  affented,  and  became  exceed- 
ingly aftonifhed  at  it’s  being  effedted  only  by 
diredting  my  fore-finger  towards  the  hand. 

The  following  experiment  furprifed  them 
as  much  as  the  former,  yet  they  have  forgot 
it  in  their  Report.  The  phyficians  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine  blindfolded  a pa- 
tient, named  Mr.  le  Dru,  and  directed  the  iron 
condudtor  towards  different  parts  of  his  body, 

but 
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but  without  touching  him  with  it,  the  major 
part  of  which  directions  he  fenfibly  felt,  and 
exactly  told  them.  He  was  thrown  into  a cri- 
fis,  and  they  faw  tears  flow  from  his  eyes  and 
flop  at  the  will  of  the  phyflcian  who  magne- 
tifed  him.  This  happened  at  Mr.  Manduit’s, 
and  was  performed  by  Meffrs.  Andry,  Caille, 
and  de  Jufiieu.  Mr.  Andry,  who  related  the 
fact  to  me,  and  to  feveral  of  my  patients,  was 
ftill  in  a ftate  of  aftonifhment  at  it,  and  not 
without  reafon;  one  fuch  incident  being  fufli- 
cient  to  prove  the  effect  of  Animal  Magnetifm. 
A hundred  negative  fats  prove  nothing, 
whilft  one  Angle  pofltiveone  becomes  conclu- 
five. 

The  Commiflioners,  finding  themfelves 
obliged  to  admit  thofe  effets  from  their  being 
fo  obvious,  but  determining  not  to  attribute 
them  to  Magnetifm,  afligned  them  to  the  three 
following  caufes,  generoufly  giving  their  read- 
ers the  privilege  of  chuflng  which  they  pleaf- 
edj  and  thofe  were, — the  at  of  Touching, 
made  ufe  of  by  the  operator  in  Magnetifm, — 
'Imitation, —and  Imagination. 


/ 
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Of  TOUCHING. 

Thefe  gentlemen  expatiated  largely  and  ana- 
tomically on  the  HypochondreS,  on  the  Colon, 
the  Diaphragm,  the  Ovaries,  &c.  Far  be  it 
from  me  to  follow  their  example  ! To  what 
purpofe  ? Their  entire  lyftem  of  Touching  is 
foreign  to  Animal  Magnetifm  : Experience 
proves  it.  If  thefe  gentlemen  had  thought  pro- 
per to  attend  to  my  treatment,  they^would  have 
found  that  it  was  not  on  the  patient  touched, 
but  on  another,  that  I was  operating.  The 
two  Reports  defcribe  the  a£t  of  magnetiling,  as 
ccmpofed  of  uncouth  geflures.  But  nothing 
can  be  more  widely  diflant  from  truth.  Thofe 
geflures  are  varied,  but  always  light  and  gen- 
tle ; thofe  only  excepted  which,  in  particular 
cafes,  come  under  the  denomination  of  rub- 
bings, recommended  in  phyfiCj  and  ufed  par- 
ticularly in  England,  Germany,  China,  and 
all  over  India.— In  fhort,  the  Commiffioners 
forgot  that  Mr.  La  Fife,  in  his  difcourle, 
delivered  to  them,  poiitively  faid  that  the 
Touching  taufl  be  light  and  gentle. 


Of 
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Of  IMITATION. 

When  the  Commiffioners  attribute  the  ef- 
fects to  Imitation,  if  they  mean  by  it  that  un- 
avoidable difpofition,  that  original  law  of  Na- 
ture ; in  Ihort,  that  Imitation,  which,  to  ufe 
their  own  exprefflon,  Nature  feems  to  have 
made  a law  of;  in  that  cafe  they  allude  to  one 
of  the  greateft  phenomena  which  could  or 
ought  to  engage  our  attention.  But  fuffice  it 
for  me  to  anfwer  them,  that  that  law  of  Na- 
ture takes  place  every  where ; and  that,  far 
from  being  dangerous  in  magnetical  treatment, 
as  it  may  fometimes  be  elfewhere,  it  aflifts 
only  the  adion  of  the  fluid.  And,  fhould  they 
defire  a proof  of  it,  I anfwer  them,  that  they 
had  it  within  their  poffeflion,  had  they  but  at- 
tended to  my  curative  pradice  ; becaufe  they 
would  there  have  been  witnefles  to  a conftant 
and  regular  proceeding,  producing  a perfed 
cure,  or  at  lead  a very  great  alleviation  of  the 
difeafes. 

They  fay  Imitation  communicates  and 
fpreads  the  impreffions ; but  if  thofe  imprefli- 
ons  are  falutary,  the  communication  of  them 
cannot  be  dangerous. 
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Did  they  mean  that  this  law  of  Nature,  this 
imitation,  fpreads  and  communicates  the  hic- 
cough, a violent  cough,  or  the  found  deep 
with  which  different  patients  are  affetfted ; in 
that  cafe,  one  patient’s  coughing  fhould  fet 
all  the  others  coughing  alfo  ; one  perfon’s  dof- 
ing  fhould  fet  the  reft  to  deep;  and  one  found- 
deeping  patient  Oiould  throw  all  the  others  in- 
to a lethargy  ! But  this  cannot  be  what  thofe 
gentlemen  mean  ; for,  in  defcribing,  in  ano- 
ther part  of  their  Report,  a pi&ure  of  my  a£- 
fembled  patients  at  the  treatment,  they  fay 
that  fome  cough,  others  fpit,  fome  deep, 
others  are  agitated  and  convulfed.  Such  a 
prodigious  variety  cannot  be  reconciled  by 
their  pretended  effe&s  of  Imitation. 

The  Commiffioners’  conclufion  then,  that 
Imitation  is  the  true  caufe  of  the  effects  attri- 
buted to  Magnetifm,  is  but  an  aftertation 
made  at  random,  deftitute  of  proof,  and  even 
of  probability. 

Of  IMAGINATION. 

What  is  Imagination  ? The  Commiffioners 
make  it  do  a great  deal  of  bufinefs,  without 

telling 
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telling  us  what  it  is ; certainly  they  found 
that  eafieft.  But  let  us  attend  a little  to 
what  they  fay. 

tl  It  a£ts,”  fay  they,  “ by  it’s  own  power;  by 
it  are  produced  courage  and  panic  in  the  field 
of  battle  ; it’s  influence  is  ftrongly  marked  at 
theatrical  reprefentations,  and  in  all  large 
aflemblies.  By  it  are  produced  the  revolt  of 
armies ; and,  when  animated  by  fanaticifra, 
it  produces  the  tremblers  of  the  ceveunes, 
&c. 

“ It  is  influenced  alfo  by  occurring  cir- 
cumstances ; a fmall  confined  room,  heated 
atmofphere,  the  appearance  of  myftery,  pro- 
duced by  {hutting  the  doors  and  windows  of 
the  magnetifing  room,  the  darknefs  and  fi- 
lence  which  reigns  there,  the  fight  of  dif- 
fering patients,  whofe  appearance  befpeaks 
melancholy;  a perfed quiet,  interrupted  only 
by  gaping,  fighing,  fobbing,  and  complain- 
ing, fometimes  crying ; and  by  the  different 
expreflions  of  pain  and  wearinefs  in  fliort, 
by  the  harmonious  founds  of  a forte-piano ; 
thofe  are  the  feccndary  caufes  of  the  convul- 
fions,  and  of  what  are  improperly  called 
crifes.” 


Certainly 
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Certainly  there  is  in  thofe  pidtures  much 
more  of  Imagination  than  can  be  found  in 
all  my  rooms  of  treatment. 

To  have  rendered  this  attribute  of  our 
existence  an  adtive  agent  in  the  difeafes  which 
come  under  my  treatment,  and  in  the  cures 
which  I perform,  the  Cotnmifiioners  fhould 
have  given  us  their  ideas,  and  the  princi- 
ples from  which  they  form  their  judgment. 
In  metaphyfics,  Imagination  is  defined  but  as 
a great  power  of  conception  : were  it  to  be  de- 
fined in  phyficks,  it  would  be  called  a fluid, 
which  flows  to  and  from  us  with  more  or 
lefs  velocity,  in  proportion  to  the  interior  and 
exterior  degrees  of  refiftence  it  meets  with. 
Under  which  of  thefe  denominations  do  the 
Commifiioners  clafs  that  part  of  my  treat- 
ment which  they  attribute  to  Imagination  ? 
They  oblige  me  to  anfwer  them,  when  they 
charge  me  with  having  faid  (page.  60)  that 
Imagination  held  the  greatefl  part  in  effedts 
produced  by  Animal  Magnetifm : All  they 
quote  of  my  converfation  on  the  fubjedt  was 
merely  fuppofition  of  mine ; and  of  this  hy- 
pothefis  they  form  an  affertion.  They 
certainly  forgot,  at  the  moment  they  were 

employed 
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Employed  at  forming  their  Report,  thofe  prin- 
ciples of  mine  which  I had  explained  to 
them.  They  no  longer  recolleded  Mr.  La 
Fife’s  difcourfe,  which  conveyed  thofe  prin- 
ciples in  the  cleared:  and  mod:  evident  man- 
ner. Nor,  in  fhort,  did  they  attend  to  the 
impoffibility  of  having,  at  one  and  the  fame 
moment,  advanced  that  Magnetifm  was  the 
aftion  of  a fluid  on  the  body,  and  that  of  Ima- 
gination only. 

From  the  moment  I thought  myfelf  at  li- 
berty to  difclofe  the  lights  I had  acquired  in 
Magnetifm,  I confined  my  inftruftions  with- 
in no  bounds  : I have  as  anxioufly  endea- 

voured to  unfold  the  theory  of  it ; and  hope 
very  foon  to  be  able  to  render  that  all'o  pub- 
lic. In  explaining  that,  I fliall  endeavour 
to  fill  up  the  vacancy  left  by  the  Commiflion- 
ers  in  their  long  chapter  on  Imagination ; 
But  fhall  confine  myfelf  for  the  prefent  to 
their  Report  only. 

But  have  I not  fome  reafon  to  complain  of  the 
inaccuracy  of thefe gentlemen,  in  defcribingmy 
rooms  and  treatment  ? It  is  univerfiflly  allowed 
that  my  patients  are  received  in  very  large  cham- 
bers, and  not  in  fmall  ones that  windows, 

except 
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except  intemperance  of  weather  obliges  us 
to  it,  are  never  (hut ; and  that,  if  any  of 
thofe  gentlemen  Commiffioners  found  the 
time  they  fpent  there  tedious,  it  was  not  for 
want  of  good  company  : And  I mud:  take 
the  liberty  of  obferving,  that  I never  was  in 
better,  nor  furrounded  with  more  decorum, 
politenefs  and  lovelinefs.  Throughout  the 
Commiffioners’  writings  we  read  but  of 
convulfions  ; whilft  the  fadt  is,  that,  out  of 
between  fifty  and  fixty  patients,  who  at- 
tended my  treatment  at  one  time,  I never  had 
more  than  fix  or  feven  who  had  convulfions  : 
And  to  take  in  the  whole  number  of  five 
hundred  patients,  to  whom  I have  given  my 
regular  attention  during  the  lad  three  years, 
there  were  not  above  twenty  of  all  that  num- 
ber fubjedt  to  thofe  convulfions,  which  are 
laid  fuch  drefs  upon  : And  the  major  part  of 
thofe  had  them  before  they  became  my  pa- 
tients. The  truth  of  this  the  Commiffioners 
might  have  fatisfied  themfelves  of,  had  they 
chofen  it. 

Madame  de  la  S , who  had  mod  vio- 

lent convulfions,  had  been  fubjedt  to  them  for 
five  years  before  fhe  came  under  my  care.  Her 
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crifes  continued  for  whole  days ; now,  and  for 
fome  months  paft,  they  fcarcely  laft  half  an 
hour,  and  are  very  rarely  accompanied  with 
any  violent  fymptoms. 

Thofe  of  Mifs  de  la  B , whofe  cafe  is 

quoted  by  the  Commiflioners,  are  confidera- 
bly  fhortened. 

Mrs.  P , who  is  alfo  mentioned  in  the 

Heport,  was  attacked  for  a long  time  with 
violent  convulfions : fhe  has  now  no  crifes  at 
all.  But  I neither  fay,  nor  could  I anfwer  for 
her  not  having  any  in  future  : indeed  I rather 
think  fhe  will. 

Mr.  B , who  was  under  my  care  two 

years  fince,  had  much  more  violent  crifes  j 
they  produced  his  cure,  and  difappeared  to- 
tally from  that  time. 

It  is  only  neceffary  to  obferve  with  a little 
attention  the  courfe  of  thofe  convulfions,  to 
be  convinced  of  their  being  real  crifes,  not- 
withftanding  the  Commiffioners  pretend  to 
fay  they  are  improperly  fo  called.  They  ne- 
ceffarily  derive  from  an  internal  morbific 
caufe,  are  the  effed  of  this  caufe,  and  this  ef- 
fect is  but  the  effort  of  Nature  to  fhake  off  the 
difeafe  with  which  fhe  is  attacked  which,  in 

medical 
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medical  language,  is,  and  ought  to  be  called, 
crilis. 

Are  evacuations  by  dool,  by  vomiting,  by 
Sweating,  by  the  urinary  paffage,  by  expec- 
toration, &c.  the  effedts  only  of  Imagination  ? 
Does  Imagination  re-produce  deep  and  diges- 
tion ? Are  obdrudtions  and  fchirrous  Swellings 
difperfed  by  it  ? Are  abfcefles  burd  and  fpit 
up ; the  hemorrhoids  and  periodical  evacua- 
tions, after  a fuppreffion  of  Several  years,  re- 
produced ; and  all  by  Imagination  ? Will  Ima- 
gination derive  to  the  Ikin  a gouty  humour, 
cure  an  appoplexy,  and  re-produce  a tetteridi 
humour,  long  lince  imprudently  flruck  in  ? 
Can  Imagination  operate  on  deeping  patients? 
Is  it  Imagination  that  affedts  children  at  the 
bread,  and  animals,  who  diew  evident  dgns 
of  the  induence  of  Magnetifm  when  operated 
on  ? Is  it,  in  fhort,  (for  I diould  never  end) 
Imagination  that  indantly  takes  off  the  pain  of 
a violent  burn,  and  cures  it  in  a very  fliort 
time  ? And  are  not  all  thofe  effedts  crifes  ? 

After  all  that  has  been  Said  about  it,  then, 
it  is  neither  the  adl  of  Touching,  Imitation, 
nor  Imagination,  which  is  “ the  great  power 
that  we  are  obliged  to  acknowledge,  from  it’s 
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conftant  effects ; which  agitates  the  patients, 
and  keeps  them  in  fubjedtion ; and  of  which 
the  Magnetifer  feems  to  be  the  foie  poffedbr.” 
No,  no  ; they  no  more  deferve  the  title  than 
does  the  cream  of  tartar,  which  one  of  the  Re- 
ports Riles  a real  purgative  medicine,  and 
which  another  calls  a fubRance  gently  purga- 
tive ; and  of  which  I will  not  fay  any  thing, 
becaufe  this  is  no  medical  treatife. 

I believe  I have  anfwered  thofe  arguments 
which  have  been  brought  in  evidence  againft 
the  exiRence  of  Animal  Magnetifm,  as  well  as 
the  pretended  danger  attending  the  pradtice  of 
at.  In  confuting  what  has  been  advanced  to. 
prove  the  non-exiftence  of  the  agent,  they  with 
to  deny  the  very  effedts  which  the  Commiffion- 
ers  themfelves  have  owned  they  felt.  Four 
of  them  felt  heat,  cold,  and  pain.  Undoubt- 
edly they  do  not  wifh  the  public  to  fuppofe 
them  affedled  only  by  Imagination,  or  only 
by  the  power  of  Imitation.  Here  then  we  fee 
effedts  without  caufes,  if  they  are  not  produ- 
ced by  Magnetifm. 

Charadters  fo  diftinguifhed  for  their  know- 
ledge in  the  arts  and  fciences,  and  thofe  to  whom 
the  world  have  fo  long  accuRomed  them- 
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felves  to  look  up  as  to  oracles  in  the  medical 
art,  muft  undoubtedly  influence  the  minds  of 
thofe  who  dare  not  judge  for  themfelves  ; and, 
unfortunately,  this  clafs  comprehends  no  in- 
confiderable  part  of  mankind.  Here,  alas ! 
incredulity  will  meet  with  it’s  only  remaining 
refource. 

The  Commiflioners  have  unanimoufly  con- 
cluded, that  Animal  Magnetifm  fhould  be  pro- 
hibited. One  of  the  Reports  feems  to  limit 
the  prohibition  to  public  treatments  : The 
fecond  goes  further;  it  would  have  them  all 
forbid,  becaufe  the  preparations  and  effe&s, 
being  every  where  alike,  the  inconveniencies 
and  dangers  require  the  fame  attention. 
Thefe  conclufions,  I may  be  permitted  to  fay, 
are  deftitute  of  moderatiom  If  the  knowledge 
of  Animal  Magnetifm  was,  as  formerly,  confined 
to  Mr.  Mefmer,  or  even  to  him  and  me,  the  pro- 
hibition would  befeafible.  But  now  thatMn, 
Mefmer  has  communicated  his  fecret  to  three 
hundred  difciples,  and  that  I have  inftrufted 
one  hundred  and  fixty  phyficians ; and  that  an 
infinite  number  of  people  have,  either  by  their 
own  fludies,  or  from  inftrudtions  given  them 
by  others,  not  only  acquired  a knowledge  of, 
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but  pra&ifed  this  method ; a general  prohi- 
bition becomes  impracticable,  and  an  attempt 
to  fupprefs  the  public  treatments  imprudent. 

Should  abufes  creep  into  the  practice  of  Ani- 
mal Magnetifm,  the  public  treatments  only 
could  fuggeft  and  facilitate  the  means  of 
watching  over  and  putting  a flop  to  them,  and 
of  introducing  every  fuch  meafure  as  human 
prudence  fhould  fugged,  to  render  perfeCt  this 
inimitable  difcovery.  Government,  which 
had  only  in  view  the  delire  of  being  indruCted 
on  the  fubjeCt,  never,  I am  well  convinced, 
formed  the  mod  didant  idea  of  oppofing  its 
private  practice.  The  parent  will  certainly 
never  be  forbid  to  relieve  his  fon,  nor  the  child 
his  father ; no  more  than  will  one  friend  to 
adid  another,  or  the  mader  to  alleviate  the 
fufferings  of  his  lervants,  &c.  and  yet,  with- 
out preventing  all  this,  the  prohibition  would 
be  deficient ; in  Ihort,  the  prohibition  of  pub- 
lic treatments,  where  modedy  can  fly  for  a f- 
fiflance  with  confidence,  would  be  in  itfelf  a 
mod  imprudent  aCl. 

Twenty-one  of  the  hundred  and  fixty  phy- 
ficians,  who  received  my  indruCtions,  were 
members  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Paris. 

. On 
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On  the  publication  of  the  firft  Report,  this 

company  held  an  extraordinary  meeting.  They 

wanted  to  infift  on  the  magnetifing  phyficians 

promifing,  under  their  hands  and  feals,  that 

they  would  not  only  defift  from  the  pra&ice  of 

Magnetifm,  but  even  renounce  all  belief  in 

it.  A defire  to  avoid  animofitv  induced  feven 

* 

of  thofe  gentlemen  to  promife  that  they  would 
not  pradice  it : Yet  they  ftill  believe  in  it* 
fince  they  would  not  afiert  the  contrary  before 
the  faculty ; but  attefted  their  belief  in  it  by 
their  fignatures,  which  remain  in  my  hands  % 
as  I had  refufed  to  inftrud  any  one  who  had 
not,  by  a previous  attention  to  my  treatment, 
been  convinced  of  the  exigence  of  an  agent* 
How  will  thefe  gentlemen  ad  when  called  to 
a patient  to  whom  they  think  Magnetifm 
will  afford  relief,  and  that  the  ufual  medi- 
cines would  become  detrimental  ? Will  they 
forfeit  their  word  ? Will  they  betray  their 
confidences  ? 

When  I declared  to  the  affembly,  the  20th 
of  Auguft,  1782,  that  I pradifed  Animal 
Magnetifm,  I gave  a lift  of  the  names  and 
places  of  abode  of  thirty  patients,  who  I had 
already  cured  by  this  method.  And  now 
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I declare  to  them,  that,  of  five  hundred 
whom  I have  treated  fince  that  time,  a part 
of  thofe  who  continued  conftant  to  my  treat- 
ment have  been  cured,  others  greatly  relieved  ; 
and  that,  in  three  years,  * five  only  died  : I 
doubt  whether  amongft  my  bretheren,  who 
have  ever  fo  little  practice,  there  could  be 
found  even  one  who  could  fay  as  much. — The 
conduct  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  of 
which  I am  not  a member,  adonifhes  me 
beyond  meafure.  A prebend  of  Vernon, 
without  the  lead:  pretenfions  to  a knowledge  in 
phyfic,  about  four  years  fince  prefented  him- 
felf  to  their  aflembled  fociety,  with  a lid;  of 
experiments  made  with  the  loaddone,  on 
patients  affli&ed  with  nervous  difeafes,  but 
more  particularly  on  epileptics. 

The  Royal  Society  appointed  Medrs. 
Thouret  and  Andry,  whofe  names  are  me- 
morable in  the  pageantry  of  Magnetifm,  to 
verify  thofe,  and  make  new  experiments. 

Their 

* It  is  univerfally  known  that  thofe  five  were  def- 
perate  cafes,  which  I admitted  to  my  treatment  only 
bccaufe  I thought  myfelf  as  a phyfician  confcientioufly 
obliged  to  afford  every  poflible  afliftance  to  thofe  who 
feck  it.

Their  Roport  was  preferred  the  ift  of 
April,  1783  ; and  fo  fully  adopted  by  the 
Society,  that  they  refolved  the  Report  fhould 
be  printed,  and  fome  copies  fent  to  each 
phyftcian  and  naturalift  who  correfponded 
with  them. 

Let  us  fee  what  this  Report  faid. — “ That 
it  was  propofed  to  know,  whether  the  load- 
Rone,  as  a magnetic  fubftance,  has  any  real 
action  on  the  human  body ; that  this  fad:  is 
believed  to  be  eftablifhed  by  the  refult  of 
plain  and  accurate  experiments ; that  now  a- 
days  no  doubt  remains  of  the  exiftence  of  a 
univerfal  fluid,  diffufed  over  the  atmofphere, 
.and  which  is  looked  upon  as  the  origin  of 
Magentifm  ; that  it  does  not  admit  of  a doubt 
that  it  influences  the  effeds  of  the  atmofphere 
on  the  animal  ceconomy ; That  feveral  na- 
turalifts  aflert  that  this  fluid  is  not  uniform 
in  its  adion,  but  varies  according  to  circum- 
ftances ; that  fads  feem  to  prove  the  exiftence 
of  a kind  of  Magnetifm  in  the  human  body  ; 
that  if  thefe  conjedures  Should  be  proved,  a 
new  order  of  relationship,  which  binds  our 
exiftence  to  the  Rate  of  the  atmofphere, 
would  be  difcovered ; that  fo  the  human 
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body  would  have  it’s  own  particular  Magne- 
tifm, which  might  be  called  Animal  Mag- 
netifm,  &c.” 

And  yet  it  is  this  very  fame  Society  which 
adopts  that  Report  made  by  four  of  it’s  Com- 
miffioners  on  the  Animal  Magnetifm ; and 
which  fays,  with  them,  that  Animal  Magne- 
tifm does  not  exift ; and  it  is  that  fame  So- 
ciety which  has  refolved,  in  its  laft  public 
meeting,  that  this  new  Report  fhould  be 
printed,  and  a copy  fent  to  each  of  it’s  cor- 
refponding  phyficians  and  naturalifts. 

For  my  part,  I fhall  not  fwerve  from  that 
opinion  which  my  own  refledions,  and  fix 
years  experience,  have  confirmed;  and,  whilfi; 
perfecuted  by  incredulity,  I will  fay  with  the 
editor  of  the  firfl  Report,  in  a work  much 
more  worthy  of  his  genius,  that  the  fortune 
which  is  acquired  by  the  propagation  of 
truths  is  flower  in  making,  but  more  folid 
than  that  produced  by  errors. 

If  Animal  Magnetifm  was  nothing,  it 
would  not  be  fo  violently  attacked. — -The  hif- 
tory  of  every  nation  affords  us  fome  proof  of 
its  exiftence  : The  Egyptians,  Chinefe,  nay 
even  the  favages.  Nature  herfelf  pointed  it 
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out  before  the  art  of  phyfic  was  known. 
Some  great  men  have  gueffed  at  it ; And  na- 
turalifts  of  every  age  have  fuppofed  its  ex- 
igence. An  idea  which  has  been  budding 
forth  for  fo  many  ages,  and  in  fo  many  wife 
heads,  muft  certainly  be  fomething. 

But  if  it  was  to  be  forbid  as  an  error, 
fhould  it  have  been  examined  into  fo  fuperfi- 
cially  ? Could  they  have  flattered  themfelves 
with  the  idea  of  being  able  to  form  a judg- 
ment of  it  in  fo  fhort  a time,  and  from  fo 
few  and  fuch  infignificant  experiments  ? It 
was  natural  enough  to  fuppofe  that  the  learn- 
ed, as  well  as  the  members  of  the  healing 
art,  would  oppofe  this  new  do&rine,  when 
confulted  on  the  fubjedl,  and  prefented  with 
an  agent  which  feems  to  overturn  not  only 
the  prefent  fyftem  of  natural  philofophy, 
but  even  that  of  phyfic  itfelf,  and  to  turn 
out  of  pra&ice  almoft  all  the  fubjedt  of  the 
Materia  Medica.  It  muft  have  been  expected 
that  all  prejudiced  parties  would  take  up 
arms  againft  it.  It  is  very  difficult  to  give 
up  impreffions  and  ideas,  received  and  im- 
bibed with  our  earlieft  education,  and  which 
we  have  made  our  own,  by  .our  youthful 
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labours  becoming  fecond  Nature,  by  grow- 
ing up  with  us  even  into  old  age,  and  prov- 
ing often  the  very  pillars  on  which  a repu- 
tation has  been  fupported : And  yet  thefe 
are  the  formidable  enemies  which  Magnetifm 
has  to  make  head  againft.  It  will  unqueftion- 
ably  triumph  over  them,  but  it  muft  be 
the  work  of  time.  It  is  time  alone  which 
can  place  it’s  falutary  effe&s  in  their  proper 
light;  and  convince  the  aftonifhed  world, 
what  a precious,  wonder-working,  invifible 
blefling,  providence  has  been  gracioufly  pleaf- 
ed  to  prefent  them  with. 

Thus  I have  made  it  appear,  I hope,  that 
to  form  a judgment  of  the  utility,  and  of  the 
exiftence  of  Animal  Magnetifm,  the  Com- 
miffioners  quitted  the  path  I had  chalked  out 
for  them,  and  which  they  had  already  agreed 
with  me  to  follow. 

That  negative  proofs  only  arife  from  the 
experiments  which  they  have  made. 

That  to  form  any  conclufion,  even  from 
thofe  experiments  which  they  had  made,  it 
was  abfolutely  neceffary  to  have  repeated  them, 
becaufe  the  action  of  this  fluid,  as  well  as  of 
that  of  the  leadflone,  is  not  uniform. 
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That  the  effedts  acceded  to  by  them,  and 
particularly  thofe  which  they  themfelves  felt, 
admit  of  the  exigence  of  a caufe.  That,  in 
fhort,  as  this  caufe  can  neither  be  produced 
by  the  Touch,  by  Imitation,  nor  by  Imagina- 
tion, it  mufl:  be  evident  that  all  the  effedls 
produced,  under  the  direction  and  infpedtion 
of  the  Commifiioners,  mud  be  derived  from 
Magnetifm.

MISSIONERS of  the  Academy,  Fa- 
culty of  Phyfic,  and  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Medicine,  of  Paris. 


ONE  of  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Aca- 
demy of  Sciences  mod;  wifely  obferved, 
that  if  the  magnetifed  animals  could  fpeak, 
we  fhould  be  able  to  know  what  they  felt : 
but  that,  as  we  cannot  quedion  them,  their 
motions  mud  prove  but  equivocal.  This  ju- 
dicious obfervation  obliged  many  to  alk — Why 
the  Commiffioners  did  not  quedion  human 
beings,  who  could  fpeak  ? — And  why  they 
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have  chofen  to  depend  on  fome  inaccurate 
experiments  for  information,  rather  than  to 
the  teftimony  of  crowds  of  patients,  of  every 
age,  fex  and  rank,  who  could  have  anfwered 
them,  and  who  would  have  given  them  ra- 
tional and  accurate  accounts  of  what  they 
felt  ? 

Indeed  it  is  neither  necefiary  to  be  an  aca- 
demift,  nor  a phylician,  to  judge  whether 
fuch  a thing  as  Animal  Magnetifm  exifts,  or 
whether  it  be  ufeful.  All  the  academifts  and 
phyficians  in  the  univerfe  will  no  more  be 
able  to  perfuade  a rational  being,  that  he  has 
fuffered  any  effed,  if  he  has  not  felt  it,  than 
they  will,  that  he  has  not  been  affeded  when 
his  own  feelings  tell  him  he  has. 

But  the  Commiflioners,  in  their  Report, 
fay  they  were  afraid,  by  their  queftions,  of  im- 
portuning the  people  of  diftindion  at  the 
treatment;  confequently  they  thought  them- 
felves  authorifed  to  negled  their  duty  of 
paying  the  neceffary  attention,  for  fear  of 
difobliging  them.  The  multitude  of  effeds, 
to  which  they  were  witnefles,  appeared  to 
them  as  obftacles  to  their  obfervations.  They 
confined  themfelves  to  particular  experiments ; 

and 
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and  from  thefe  experiments  they  have  coh- 
eluded  that  Magnetifm  is  nothing ; or,  if  it 
is  any  thing*  that  it  is  only  the  art  of  pro- 
ducing convulfions.  Tofupply  the  deficiency 
of  circumftances,  whereon  this  judgment 
fhould  have  been  founded,  fome  of  Dodtor 
D’Eflon’s  patients  have  thought  proper  to 
give  the  public  an  account  of  the  effedts  they 
experienced  at  the  magrietical  treatment. 

The  abfence  from  Paris  of  the  greater 
number  of  this  worthy  phyfician’s  patients, 
is  alone  the  caufe  why  the  lift  of  cafes  is  not 
increafed  to  the  entire  number  of  thofe  to 
whom  he  has  devoted  his  attention  : but  there 
will  be  found  a fufficient  number  of  authentic 
proofs,  to  claim  a decided  fuperiority  over 
the  reafonings,  luppofitions,-  or  diflertations, 
of  the  moft  learned. 

Every  patient  has  either  didtated  or  drawn 
out  his  or  her  own  cafe ; fo  that  no  artifice 
whatfoever  has  taken  place.  Dodtors  D’Efloa 
and  Bainaime’s  objediions  to  their  being  col- 
ledted  were  with  difficulty  got  the  better  of. 
The  natural  reludtance;  which  every  one 
has  to  expofe  to  the  public  his  or  her  infir- 
mities, funk  under  the  refledtion — That  the 
tribute  was  due  to  truth,  and  to  the  good 
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of  mankind  in  general;  and  influenced  them 
more  drongly  than  did  even  gratitude  to  their 
phylician,  or  the  caufe  of  Magnetifm.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  patients,  who  have  been  attend- 
ed by  Mr.  D’Edon  and  his  pupils,  will  no 
doubt  be  anxious  to  follow  this  example,  and 
to  atted  the  real  and  falutary  effects  which 
they  experienced. 

This  multitude  of  attedations,  among  which 
will  be  found  fome  curious  and  intereding 
cafes,  with  a defcription  of  the  effeds  produc- 
ed on  them  by  Magnetifm,  will  indantly  fug- 
ged; to  every  one,  who  may  think  it  worthy 
the  lead  attention,  what  confequences  mud  be 
drawn  from  them ; to  affid  w'hich,  we  will 
arrange  the  certificates  under  four  claffes.  In 
the  fird  will  be  found  the  cures  and  effeds  pro- 
duced on  children  by  Magnetifm,  notwith- 
danding  the  Commiflioners  have  laid  it  down 
as  fad  that  children  feel  no  effeds  : In  the  fe- 
cond  clafs  are  adults,  who  never  felt  any  fen- 
lible  effeds,  neither  from  the  application  of 
the  operator’s  hand,  at  the  Bacquet,  nor  on  the 
finger  or  condudor  being  direded  towards 
them ; and  yet  thofe  patients,  though  appa- 
rently infenfible  to  Magnetifm,  have  either 
obtained  a perfed  cure  or  an  obvious  allevia- 
v » . tion 
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tion  of  their  difeafes  : In  the  third  clafs  will  be 
found  patients  who  felt  cold,  heat,  pain,  or 
have  felt  the  fluid,  or  fome  other  fenfationpe- 
culiar  to  Magnetifm,  and  which  charaderifes 
it : Laflly,  we  fhall  feparately  give  the  certifi- 
cates of  thofe  patients  on  whom  the  treatment 
produced  convulfions  or  crifes. 

Amidft  thofe  different  daffies  will  be  found 
difeafes  of  all  kinds,  and  fome  obfiinate  ones, 
which  for  a fieri  e s'  of  years  had  withiftood  the 
art  of  phyfic  ; yet  a great  number  of  them  will 
appear  to  be  perfectly  cured,  and  almoft  all 
the  others  greatly  relieved.  It  will  alfo  be 
evident  that  there  were  none  who  had  reafon 
to  complain  of  the  non-exiftence  of  Magne- 
tifm ; and  not  one  who  found  it  either  hurtful 
or  dangerous.  We  do  not  mean  to  fay  that 
Magnetifm  could  never  be  inefficacious.  What 
mode  is  there,  however  adapted  to  the  cure  of 
difeafe,  which  does  not  frequently  fail,  or 
which  does  not  even  fometimes  produce  a con- 
trary effied  ? It  is  known  that  remedies,  exhi- 
bited with  intent  to  quiet,  fometimes  produce 
irritation.  Opium,  employed  to  affuage  pain 
and  produce  reft,  when  taken  in  improper  do- 
fes,  agitates  and  produces  inflammation  and 
delirium.  In  phyfic  particularly,  it  is  not  the 
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univerfal  effed  which  is  taken  into  confi dera- 
tion, but  the  ufual  and  ordinary  one.  We  do 
not  mean  to  perfuade  the  world  that  Magne- 
tifm  is  a certain  remedy  for  every  difeafe ; the 
argument  which  could  recommend  it  to  fome 
would  diffuade  others  from  it.  But  a fact, 
which  thefe  certificates  muff  moff  evidently 
prove,  is,  that  Meffieurs  the  Commiffioners  of 
the  Faculty,  of  the  Royal  Society,  and  of  the 
Academy,  have  abfolutely,  and  in  every  arti- 
cle of  the  fubjed,  given  themfelves  up  to  er- 
ror, for  want  of  having  confidered  Magnetifm 
in  it’s  curative  effeds,  as  Mr.  D’Eflon  had 
principally,  and  almoff  exclusively,  propofed 
to  them  to  do. 

We  beg  leave  to  make  a few  comments  on 
their  conclufions. 

iff.  They  were  miffaken,  when  they  faid  that 
Magnetifm  was  nothing,  &c.  It  is  impoffible 
v.'ith  nothing  to  cure  or  relieve,  or  to  make  the 
patient  feel  a fenfe  of  heat,  cold,  a propenfity 
to  fleep  ; or  that  with  nothing  the  moff  vio- 
lent pain  Should  almoff,  in  an  inffant,  be 
quieted  and  difappear.  Three  of  the  Com- 
miffioners  have  owned  that  they  felt  the  major 
part  of  thefe  effeds,  and  thirty-one  patients  of 
the  third  clafs  certify  that  they  felt  them  all. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  eftefls  proved,  fhew  incontedibly  that 
there  is  an  agent ; this  agent  is  inviffble,  it  is 
not  fenfible  to  our  touch;  but  it  is  fo  by  its 
effects  j and  it  would  be  as  abfurd  to  feek  any 
other  proof  of  its  exidence,  as  it  would  be  to 
doubt  that  of  a hundred  other  known  effe&s 
in  Nature,  the  caufes  of  which  we  fhall,  per- 
haps, for  ever  remain  ignorant  of. 

2dly,  The  Commiflioners  were  again  mis- 
taken, in  averting  that  Magnetifm  is  but  the 
art  of  exciting  convulffons,  that  thefe  convul- 
fions  are  a contagious  difeale,  that  they  are 
dangerous  to  the  conditution,  and  prove  a' 
lading  torment  to  it ; and,  in  thort,  that  Mag- 
netifm mud  be  prohibited,  becaufe  it  might 
Spread  its  contagion  in  large  towns,  and  affect 
future  generations.  A view  of  our  Table  of 
Cafes  mud  make  all  thefe  affertions  appear  but 
as  a parcel  of  paradoxes.  It  will  appear  that 
not  more  than  twelve,  out  of  one  hundred  pa- 
tients, have  had  convulffons  or  violent  crifes, 
and  that  the  major  part  of  thefe  patients  had 
them  before  they  came  to  the  treatment;  con- 
sequently, Magnetifm  is  not  the  art  of  pro- 
ducing convulffons,  and  the  convulffons  which 
are  produced  bv  it  are  not  contagious. 
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It  will  be  further  obferved  in  thefe  certifi- 
cates, that  the  convulfions  which  the  patients 
experience  at  the  treatment  bear  no  refem- 
blance  to  common  convulfions,  which  are  but 
painful  and  fatiguing  contractions ; whilft 
thofe  which  are  produced  or  renewed  by  Mag- 
netifm  are  real  crifes,  which  produce  falutary. 
evacuations ; they  are  fucceeded  by  reft  and 
eafe.  The  nearer  the  patient  advances  to  his 
cure,  the  lefs  violent  and  frequent  are  the  cri- 
fes ; and  they  perfectly  difappear  when  the  pa- 
tient is  cured.  The  certificates,  public  no- 
toriety, and  the  teftimony  of  all  thofe  who 
have  attended  the  treatment,  prove  the  reality 
of  thefe  changes  in  the  effedls  ; and  the  Com- 
mifiioners  would  have  feen  them  themfelves 
had  they  followed  the  curative  part  of  the 
treatment,  inftead  of  fixing  their  attention,  as 
they  thought  themfelves  authorifed  to  do,  on 
momentary  effects  only. 

3dly,  The  Commifiioners  deceived  them- 
felves, when  they  attributed  all  the  effe&s  of 
Magnetifm  to  the  a£l  of  Touching,  to  Imita- 
tion, or  to  Imagination  ; the  proof  of  which 
will  be- derived  alfb  from  our  certificates.  By 
them  it  will  immediately  appear,  that  the  a£t 
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of  Touching  produced  no  fenfible  effeds  on 
the  major  part  of  the  patients : and  indeed 
what  effed  could  it  produce,  as  it  always  is 
and  ought  to  be  performed  delicately,  lightly, 
and  almoft  without  the  patient’s  feeling  it  ? 
The  patients  themfelves  fay,  they  felt  the 
greateft  effeds  at  the  Bacquet,  and  from  the 
operator’s  prefenting  his  finger,  or  the  conduct- 
or. Many  declare  they  felt  the  effeds  when 
they  were  magnetifed,  without  being  touched. 
In  fhort,  the  operation  is  often  performed 
without  touching,  confequently  the  ad  of 
Touching  is  of  little  or  no  confequence  in  pro- 
ducing the  effeds  of  Magnetifm ; from  whence 
we  mud  conclude,  that  all  what  Meflieurs  the 
Commiflioners  fay  of  the  facility  of  exciting 
evacuations,  by  prefling  on  the  colon,  mud  be 
perfedly  falfe,  more  efpecially  as  neither  that 
inteftine,  nor  any  other  part  of  the  body,  is 
ever  preffed  on. 

As  to  Imagination— Can  it  be  neceffary  to 
difeant  on  it’s  power  ? If  it  be  a law  of  Nature, 
that  law  has  no  more  influence  in  the  rooms  of 
magnetieal  treatment,  than  it  has  in  any  other 
affembly  room. 
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If  the  Commiffioners  will  deign  to  read  our- 
pertificates,  they  murt  candidly  confefs,  that 
the  objections  they  have  invented  againft  Mag- 
netifm  are  very  weak  ones. 

They  fuppofe  that  Imitation  produces  the 
efFeCts;  which  would  infer  a conltant  unifor- 
mity, and  that  the  difeafes,  crifes,  fenfations, 
and  cures,  fhould  be  exactly  alike.  But  our 
certificates  prove,  that  the  greateft  poffible  va- 
riety is  to  be  found  in  the  effects  produced  by 
Magnetifm. 

The  Commiffioners  alledge  it  to  be  produ- 
pedby  Imagination.  Undoubtedly  the  whole 
world  is  more  or  lefs  influenced  by  Imagina- 
tion; and  they  would  be  very  wretched  indeed 
who  were  perfectly  diverted  of  it.  There  are 
two  forts  of  opinions  formed  on  this  part  of 
our  fubjeCl ; one  by  the  patients  who  were 
magnetifed,  and  the  other  by  thofe  who  have 
no  kind  of  idea  of  Magnetifm,  becaufe  they 
have  only  feen  it  through  the  Commiffioners1 
eyes.  They  foon  formed  their  conclufion  ; 
and,  without  further  enquiry,  they  have  fet 
(down  as  blockheads  all  thofe  who  have  fub- 
xnitted  to  the  treatment ; adding,  that  if  they 
thought  themfelves  cured,  it  was  only  the  ef- 
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fedts  of  their  Imagination.  They  have  ex- 
cepted neither  the  infant  nor  the  aged,  nei- 
ther the  rich  nor  the  poor,  the  man  offenfe  nor 
the  Ample  and  weak  : they  have  huddled  them 
all  into  the  fame  group,  and  have  difcovered 
in  every  one  of  them  the  wild  effedls  of  Ima- 
gination. 

But  the  patients  who  were  magnetifed  have 
unamimoufly  concluded,  that  the  gentlemen 
of  the  faculty  and  academics  mud  have  a ter- 
rible dole  of  Imagination  indeed,  to  be  able 
to  ditlinguilh  its  effects  fo  univerfally.  So 
then,  if  Magnetifm  makes  me  drowfy,  it  is 
my  Imagination  that  fets  me  to  deep;  If  I 
am  purged  more  violently  than  I fliould  be  by 
manna  or  falts,  it  is  my  Imagination  that  pur- 
ges me;  If  an  abfcefs  burds  and  is  thrown 
up,  violent  pains  are  taken  off,  a violent  cho- 
lic goes  off  by  the  application  of  the  operator’s 
hand  ; if,  in  diort,  after  a lofs  of  appetite  for 
ten  years,  as  well  as  of  lleep  and  health,  I 
fhould  be  relieved  from  all  thefe  complaints, 
and  redored  to  health,  I am  indebted  only  to 
Imagination  for  the  cure  ! It  is  Imagination 
which  has  cured  that  fcrophulous  infant,  ffill 
at  its  nurfe’s  bread  ! And  when  we  think 

that 
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that  Magnetifm  reftores  to  health  the  apo- 
pledicor  dying  man,  we  are  flill  miftaken, — 
it  was  his  Imagination  that  recalled  him  from 
his  languor  to  life  and  reafon  ! Oh  ! If  it  is 
Imagination  that  has  given  us  all  thefe  bene- 
fits, let  us  blefs,  fay  all  the  patients,  let  us 
blefs  thofe  wife  men  who  have  been  able  to 
turn  it  to  fo  good  account,  and  render  it’s  in- 
fluence fo  very  vifible  to  the  world. 

But  between  thofe  poor  patients  who  will 
not  be  fools,  and  thofe  wife  cool  heads  who 
fee  nothing  but  illufion,  let  us  liften  to  what 
Reafon  fays.  Undoubtedly,  fays  fhe.  Imagi- 
nation produces  our  difeafes,  fince  fire  fome- 
times  cures  them  alfo  ; but  flrall  wre  conclude 
ourfelves  always  flaves  to  her  influence,  be- 
caufe  fire  can  fometimes  aft  powerfully  ? — 
If  that  was  the  cafe,  there  would  be  no  cer- 
tainty in  any  thing,  neither  in  our  ideas  nor 
our  fenfations  : Abandoned  to  eternal  doubt, 
we  could  neither  believe  nor  affirm  any  thing. 
The  Supreme  Being  did  not  create  to  con- 
demn us  to  fuch  an  illufion ; he  gave  us  eyes 
to  fee,  ears  to  hear,  and  added  reafon  to  all 
thofe  other  fenfes ; endowed  us  with  reafon, 
that  precious  gift,  which  direds  and  enligh- 
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tens  us  in  what  ever  ufe  vve  may  chufe  to 
make  of  it. 

When  we  thus  conflder  our  organization, 
is  it  not  evident  that  this  Imagihation,  which 
is  capable  of  producing  fuch  great  effects,  as 
the  author  of  the  Report  of  the  Commiffion- 
ors  of  the  Academy  has  fo  well  defcribed, 
is  not  Imagination  in  its  natural  Rate,  but 
a warmed  and  exalted  Imagination  ? — It  is  an 
Imagination  which  has  broken  down  all  it’s 
dikes ; or  rather,  let  us  fay,  it  is  no  longer 
Imagination,  but  the  infanity  of  Imagina- 
tion. 

But  is  this  madnefs  then  fo  common  ? If 
we  give  ear  to  the  Commiflioners,  it  is  almoR 
our  natural  Rate.  Iffo,  they  ought  atlcaR  to 
have  pointed  out  to  us  the  critical  time  at 
which  a man  may  conclude  himfelf  beyond 
the  read  of  that  madnefs,  and  informed  us 
how  they  protected  themfelves  againR  its  in- 
fluence, when  employed  in  forming  a judg- 
ment of  Magnetifm. 

If  there  was  any  place  vvhgre  Fancy  or 
Imagination  could  be  expofed  to  the  danger 
of  flraying,  it  "would  perhaps  be  at  the  play- 
houfe,  as  the  author  himfelf  of  the  Report 
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obferves.  There  indeed  the  foul,  ftrongly 
affeded  by  the  reprefentcd  fubjeds,  delivers 
itfelf  wholly  up  to  the  Imagination  of  the 
poet,  and  tranfports  itfelf  with  him  to  the 
very  fpot  where  the  incidents  happened. 
The  illufion  can  neither  be  Wronger  nor  more 
real.  Yet  the  play-houfes  are  not  forbid; 
and  if  the  effeds  of  Imagination  are  not  dan- 
gerous there,  even  at  the  time  of  its  being  fo 
powerfully  agitated,  how  could  it  become  fo 
in  an  affembly  of  fick  people  ?— A very  likely 
fcene  indeed  to  produce  fprightly  effeds  on 
the  Imagination, 

Here  is  nothing  heard,  fay  the  Commiiiion- 
ers,  but  crying,  laughing,  coughing,  and  hic- 
coughing : Is  it  by  amufing  itfelf  with  effeds 
of  this  kind,  that  the  Imagination  can  be 
warmed  and  become  dangerous  ? What  was 
calculated  to  produce  melancholy,  and  to  extin- 
guish every  ray  of  pleafure  to  the  Imagination, 
has  been  changed,  by  the  pen  of  eloquence, 
into  the  means  of  warming  and  animating  it. 
This  is  indeed  trifling  with  the  Imagination, 
much  more  effedually  than  they  wifh  to  prove 
that  Magnetifm  does. 
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In  fhort,  we  are  told  that  Nature  alone 
can  produce  all  thefe  wonderful  effects.  Hip- 
pocrates has  faid  that  it  is  Nature  which 
cures. 

The  Commifiioners  have  an  anfwer  ready 
for  every  thing.  But,  by  endeavouring  to 
prove  too  much,  they  prove  nothing,  except 
their  own  embarrafment ; for  is  it  not  trifling 
with  the  public  credulity,  to  aflign  to  fuch  a 
number  of  different  caufes  one  obvious  effedt  ? 
If  it  is  not  produced,  fay  they,  by  the  Touch, 
it  is  by  Imitation  ; if  not  by  Imitation,  it 
muft  be  by  the  effedts  of  Imagination  ; and, 
for  want  of  that,  it  muft  be  by  Nature.  But 
thefe  gentlemen  forget  that  they  have  allow- 
ed, that  there  can  be  but  one  caufe  to  pro- 
duce one  eifcd. 

If  it  is  Nature  only  that  cures,  Magnetifm 
is  unneceflary ; and,  by  the  fame  reafoning, 
we  muft  conclude  that  phyfic  is  become  ufe- 
lefs,  and  is  only  a fcourge,  from  which  hu- 
man nature,  fhould  be  refcued. 

But  let  us  flick  a little  clofer  to  juflice  and 
veracity. — It  is  true  Nature  cures  of  her  own 
accord  j but,  unfortunately,  fhe  does  not  al- 
ways produce  a cure,  and  muft  beraflifted  by 
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remedies ; and  it  is  to  the  repeated  obfervati- 
ons,  made  on  the  effedts  of  thofe  medecines, 
that  we  owe  the  power  of  afcertaining  the 
cafes  in  which  they  Should  be  employed.  It 
was  after  a thoufand  and  a thoufand  experi- 
ments that  it  could  be  decisively  concluded 
that  manna  was  poSfeffed  of  a purgative  qua- 
lity, and  phyficans  employ  it  for  that  purpofe. 
So  of  every  other  drug.  MuSt  Magnetifm 
v then  be  the  only  exception  to  general  rules, 
obfervations,  and  received  opinions  ? Let  it 
be  granted,  that  it  has  not  the  power  of  cur- 
ing every  difeafe,  but  it  affuages  pain,  reani- 
mates old  age,  and  afhSts  Nature,  in  lhaking 
off  the  effe&s  produced  on  the  infant  and  ju- 
venile Slate  by  an  impoverished  blood,  or  an 
original  depravity  of  constitution.  Suppofe 
it  was  endowed  only  with  the  power  of  con- 
foling  ; as  of  flattering  our  hopes,  or  of  calm- 
ly handing  us  on  through  our  journey  to  the 
inevitable  termination  of  our  existence; — Why 
rejedt  this  comfortable  agent  ? — Why  rank  it 
amidSf  thofe  poifons  which  the  art  of  phyfic 
thinks  itfelf  authorifed  in  the  ufe  of,  and  Some- 
times advantageoufly  ? 
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If  we  confider  that  the  method  of  treating 
difeales  by  Magnetifm  has  the  advantage  of 
preferving  the  patients  from  the  ufe  of  thofe 
medicines  which  fo  often  prove  pernicious, 
and  which  from  their  naul’eous  tafle  are  foon 
rejected  by  the  patient’s  palate  ; if  we  refled: 
that  it  is  a means  of  bringing  people  together, 
of  inlpiring  them  with  pity,  tendernefs,  and 
brotherly  love  — that  it  teaches  them  refig- 
nation  under  their  own  afflictions,  by  feeing 
thofe  with  which  others  are  vifited  5 — that  it 
Simulates  thofe  who  are  opulent,  and  have 
it  within  their  power  to  alleviate  the  fu  fife  rings 
of  thofe  wretched  and  indigent,  by  whom 
they  are  furrounded  ; — What  remorfe  mud 
thofe  gentlemen  Comrnifiioners  one  day  expe- 
rience, when  flared  in  the  face  by  the  reflec- 
tion of  their  having  turned  their  backs  to  a dis- 
covery which  could  have  produced  luch  ad- 
vantages to  mankind  ? How  will  they  re- 
proach themielves  for  having  difluaded  a 
multitude  from  Animal  Magnetifm,  who 
from  its  kindly  influence  would  have  been 
reflored  to  health,  or  at  Ieafl  received  an  al- 
leviation of  their  fufferings.

Y fon  Adrien  Francois  de  Bruno,  from

As  his  crifes 
totally  ceafed  fome  little  time  after,  I thought 
it  beft  to  let  him  continue  for  a fortnight  long- 
er at  the  Magnetifm ; at  the  end  of  which  time 
he  was  fent  to  me  to  all  appearance  in  a 
molt  perfedt  date  of  health.

MISS  DUPONT  CANNET, 
AGED  FIVE  YEARS. 

Her  mother  makes  the  following  declara- 
tion : — At  three  years  old  my  daughter  had  a 
violent  eruption,  which  reduced  her  very  low, 
and  for  which  we  confulted  the  faculty.

After  feveral  months,  the  eruptive  humour 
made  its  appearance  through  her  ear,  which 
continued  to  difcharge  more  or  lefs  ever  fince, 
and  without  ever  becoming  a fore. 

A gentle  purging  came  on,  which  was  then 
encouraged  by  a glafs  of  weak  iufulion  of 
cream  of  tartar. 

For  feveral  months  die  had  a fpitting  alfo, 
but  without  any  complaint  in  her  ched. 
Children  in  general  cough  without  fpitting, 
tut  my  child  fpit  a great  deal  without  cough- 
ing. 

After  fix  months  treatment  fhe  had  the 
mealies.  Mr.  D’Eflon  attended  her ; die 
took  only  fome  orgeat : fhe  had  violent  fweats, 
and  in  the  end  a very  painful  crifis  in  all  her 
bones. 

As  foon  as  fhe  could  go  abroad,  I took  her 
again  to  Mr.  D’Eflon  in  a carriage.  The  vio- 
lent 
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lent  motion  ftill  made  her  feel  the  pain  in  her

My  deep  was 
a broken  one,  reftlefs  and  uneafy,  and  a con- 
ftant  obftinate  coftivenefs.  The  moft  trifling 
caufes  increafed  thefe  fymptoms,  and  often 
threw  me  into  convulfions.  In  this  dreadful 
ftate  I confulted  Mr.  D’Eflon,  who  told  me 
nearly  the  fame  as  Mr.  Mefmer  had  two  years 
before.

I never  was  in 
fo  good  a Hate  of  health  as  I am  at  prefent, 
except  when  I was  in  the  fcorching  heats  of 
the  Antilles,  or  in  a fummer  in  Spain.  From 
this  I conclude,  that  Animal  Magnetifm  is  a 
real  fubflitute  for  the  fun’s  heat,  fo  far  as  it 
may  be  confidered  as  the  principle  of  life  and 
the  prefervative  of  organifed  beings.

Let  them  enlighten  the  whole  univerfe  if  they 
pleafe,  but  let  them  permit  me  to  continue  in 
my  error,  and  let  them,  I humbly  requefl,  per- 
mit my  fimplicity,  my  weaknefs,  and  my 
ignorance,  to  continue  the  ufe  of  an  agent 
which  neither  exifls  nor  is  vifible,  if  thev  will 
have  it  fo,  but  which  cures  me;  for  I dill 
hope  and  datter  myfelf  that  a day  will  come, 
when  my  Imagination  will  be  fudiciently 
exalted  to  prove  inconteflibly  to  myfelf  that  I 
am  young  : This  is  all  I want,  and  which  is 
but  a trifle  ; this  fame  Imagination  has  already 
proved  to  me  that  I am  well,  and  that  is  a 
great  leading  flep  to  it.

The  execution  of  what  the  fociety  defires, 
which  employs  you  to  give  me  the  honour  of 
a letter,  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  the  mofl  ac- 
ceptable talk,  as  my  anfwer  runs  the  riik 
of  being  made  public  : Yet  I confent  to  it 

from  the  relped  I hold  that  fociety  in  j for 

the 
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the  caufe  of  truth ; and,  Sill  more,  in  grati- 
tude to  Meff.  D’Eflonand  Bienayme,  to  whofe 
attention  and  care  I think  I am  indebted 
for  my  health  and  exigence.  It  would  ap- 
- pear  dreadful  in  my  eyes,  however  careful 
you  may  have  been  to  avoid  mentioning  them 
to  me,  if  they  could  fuppofe  that,  through 
weaknefs  or  indifference,  I was  capable  of 
avoiding  the  opportunity  of  teftifying  what 
is  fojuftlydue  to  them.  I repeat  that,  from 
thefe  united  motives,  I give  a defeription  of 
my  cafe,  but  in  as  concife  a manner  as  I can; 
and  the  fociety  is  at  liberty  to  make  what 
ufe  they  think  proper  of  it. 

In  the  month  of  April,  1783,  I was  feized 
with  a dileafe  in  my  bladder,  which  was  as 
acute  as  it  was  dangerous ; I think  it  unne- 
cessary to  endeavour  to  account  for  it : Gen- 
tlemen of  the  profeffion  may  apply  to  Mr. 
D’Eflon  for  information.  I had  immediately 
every  medical  aSiSance  ; baths,  poultices,  fer- 
mentations, the  ftaff';  all  were  employed 
without  fuccefs.  My  furgeon,  finding  my  Si- 
tuation become  more  and  more  dangerous, 
foon  called  in  two  other  Surgeons.  I was  again 
examined,  and  the  ftaff  introduced  by  them  ; 

but

I the  undernamed  Mrs.  D’Alen^on,  of  a 
healthy  conftitution,  but  very  delicate,  have, 
during  the  courfe  of  my  life,  had  fevere  fits  of 
illnefsr;  the  phyficians  thought  they  could  at- 
tribute them  to  a rheumatic  or  gouty  humour, 
which  is  fometimes  born  with  us,  and  which 
age,  and  more  efpecially  uneafinefs,  always 
aggravates.

The 
phyfician  took  the  patient  under  his  care, 
though  the  fymptoms  were  fo  bad.  He  or- 
dered afcidulated  drinks,  cly.fters  with  vinegar, 
and  treated  her  according  to  the  magnetical 
principle,  by  the  touch,  through  the  bed 
clothes  for  fome  days,  then  at  five  or  fix 
inches  diftance.  When  he  directed  his  finger 
(without  touching  her)  to  the  hinder  part  of 
her  head,  fhe  made  involuntary  motions,  and 
mechanically  either  endeavoured  to  get  away 
from  it,  or  to  catch  what  affected  her,  though 
file  did  not  fee  him. — The  fecond  day  fhe  paf- 
fed  worms  3 but,  far  from  diminifhing  her 
fymptoms,  this  feemed  to  increafe  them,  un- 
til the  fourteenth  day ; when  the  phyfician 
was  informed  at  night,  that  the  clyfier  had 
brought  away  three  or  four  balls  of  mat- 
ter. The  phyfician  had  the  greateft  hopes 
from  this  of  her  recovery  ; and  accordingly 

from 
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from  this  day  the  fymptoms  decreafed  by  de-» 

threes,  to  which  baths  contributed.  She  was 
ordered  fome  glalTes  of  Seltzer  water,  to  con- 
tinue the  (tools  and  clear  the  primal  viae. 

During  her  recovery,  Mifs  Segray  had  a 
gathering  under  her  arm,  which  fuppurated 
well,  and  (lie  is  now  in  good  health.

Mr.  G E R B I E R,  Lawyer, 

Certifies,  that  being  poifoned  in  1772,  and 
worn  out  by  thirty-five  years  dole  attention, 
he  was  for  ten  years  fubjedt  to  catarrhs,  which 
for  months  baffled  every  attempt  to  cure,  and 
which  in  1781,  and  1782,  puthislife  in  great 
danger.  With  difficulty  his  domach  was  able 
to  digeff  vegetables,  (the  only  food  allowed 
him.)  His  nervous  fyftem  v/as  in  the  mod 
wretched  date,,  though  for  fome  time  relieved 
by  the  application  of  the  Abbe  le  Noble’s  load- 
dones ; but  this  little  calm  had  laded  but  one 
year.

— He  accompanied  her  toMr.D’Eflon's 
only  to  aflifl:  her  in  the  crifes,  which  he  was 
told  die  would  have,  but  with  very  little  idea 
that  it  could  be  of  any  fervice  to  him,  for  the 
cure  of  what  he  looked  upon  as  an  early  de- 
cay ; nor  had  he  even  a thought  of  trying  it 
for  the  firfl:  fifteen  days  of  his  going  there. 
But  about  this  time,  finding  himfelf  ftrangely 
altered  for  the  better,  he  determined  to  place 
himfelf  with  the  red;  of  the  company  in  the 
circle,  and  try  what  Magnetifm  would  do  to 
him. 

If  his  Imagination  could  have  been  worked 
on,  it  would  have  been  in  thofe  firfl:  moments, 
when  the  fenfes,  afre&ed  by  a diverfity  of  new 
objects,  receives  a more  lively  imprefiion, 
and  when  the  mod;  tranquil  may  eafily  permit 
himfelf  to  be  hurried  away  by  extraordinary 
incidents,  and  Hill  more,  by  the  flattering 
hope  of  recovering  health.

ate 
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ate  even  of  the  hardeft  food. — Wine  ceafed  to 
incommode  him  j he  loft  all  heavinefs,  unea- 
finefs,  and  numbnefs,  which  had  become 
almoft  habitual. 

Some  time  after  this  his  ftate  of  health 
changed. — He  loll  his  appetite ; but  he  was 
foon  reconciled  to  this  alteration,  by  finding 
the  wilhed-for  fenfations  produced  in  him  by 
the  magnetic  agent.  Whenever  he  was  mag- 
nctifed  he  was  as  it  were  in  a Hate  of  intoxica- 
tion. His  cafe  afforded  a proof,  which  ap- 
peared fatisfaiftory  to  Mr.  Levachier,  firfl  Cor- 
lican  phyfician  attending  the  treatment  at 
that  time  ; and  convinced  every  by-fiander, 
as  well  as  him,  of  the  power  of  Animal  Mag- 
netifm. 

After  thefe  fenfations,  the  evacuations  re- 
turned. He  took  every  day  two  or  thre  glafles 
of  cream  of  tartar. — The  purging  was  perhaps 
the  efFedf  of  this  infulion ; yet,  to  be  juft  in 
every  particular,  he  muft  fay,  that  fince  1772, 
Mr.  Traenchin  had  ten  times  put  him  on  the 
ufe  of  this  drink,  and  it  never  purged  him.

— He  had  ob- 
ftrudtions  in  his  hypochondria.  The  phyfi-

in  thofe  parts  5 but,  from  the  time  that  Mag- 
netifm  operated  more  violently,  he  has  begun 
to  feel  a pain  when  magnetifed  at  the  left  fide 
of  the  epigaftric  region. 

It  was  after  thefe  different  fenfations  and 
effeds  only,  that  he  thought  himfelf  authorif- 
ed  to  believe  in  the  reality  and  utility  of  this 
agent  : To  that  he  is  indebted  for  his  having 
no  nervous  complaint ; for  his  being  able  to 
digeft  every  kind  of  food,  without  that  fenfe 
of  weight  which  conftantly  accompanied 
all  his  former  digeftions;  for  that  uninterrupted 
flate  of  health  he  has  enjoyed  for  two  years, 
unaltered  by  clofe  attention  to  his  profeflion, 
or  the  rigours  of  fevere  writers.  Twice  his 
habitual  catarrhs  were  inclined  to  appear ; but 
a few  days  Magnetifm  difperfed  that  humcur, 
which  h-ad  refilled  for  whole  months  all  the 
medicines  ufually  prefcribed  for  fuch  com- 
plaints.

Mr.  P I N O R E L,  Phyfician, 

Declares,  that  he  was  feized  1 3th  Septem- 
ber, 1783,  with  a quartern  fever,  the  fits  of 
which  were  from  twelve,  eighteen,  to  twenty- 
four  hours ; that  after  very  gentle  purgings  he 
had  a dyfentery  diarrhoea ; that  the  gripings 
and  tenefmus,  which  lafted  twelve  days,  ren- 
dered him  exceedingly  weak,  without  making 
any  change  either  in  the  type  or  violence  of 
his  fever,  which  afterwards  took  every  type 
without  preferving.any  particular  one  that  a 
catarrhal  angina  came  on  and  accompanied 
this  fever,  and  that  for  fix  weeks  he  law  him- 
felf  at  the  brink  of  death ; that  having,  efcaped 
this  danger,  he  became  a prey  to  an  irregular 
fever,  which  feemed  to  quit  him  fometimes 
for  an  inflant,  an  hour,  or  for  fome  days,  but 
to  torture  him  during  thofe  intervals  with  the 

mod 
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moft  excruciating  pains  in  his  head  and  feet  j 
that,  in  fhort,  he  paffed  the  whole  winter  in 
this  miferable  fituation. 

That  the  19th  of  April  he  arrived  in  Paris 
with  the  fever,  and  was  that  day  magnetifed 
by  Mr.  de  la  Fiffe  ,-  that  he  felt  alternately 
heat  and  cold,  and  twitchings  in  his  tendons, 
which  took  off,  without  return,  a pain  which 
was  fometimes  dull,  and  often  pungent, 
fhifting  to  and  from  to  the  middle  of  the 
fternum  to  the  xiphoide  cartilage. 

The  17  he  came  to  Mr.D’Eflon’s  treatment.

At  this  time  his 
flrength  is  re-eflablifhed,  and  he  is  going  on 
with  the  greateft  certainty  to  the  mofl  perfedt 
health.  He  has  but  very  little  remains  of  ob- 
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ftrudions  in  his  fpleen,  which  Magnetifm  will 
perfectly  difperfe  before  his  departure,  which 
is  fixed  for  a week  hence. 

His  gratitude  for  Mr.  D’Ellon,  who  had 
inftru&ed  him,  for  Mr.  de  la  Fiffe,  as  well  as 
for  the  other  gentlemen,  will  never  ceafe ; nor 
will  he  defifl  from  publishing,  with  as  much 
courage  as  truth,  that  he  owes  his  life  to  their 
generous  afliftance  and  to  Animal  Magne- 
tifm.

At  the  end  of  the  year  1779,  and  beginn- 
ing of  1780,  a very  melancholy  and  dif- 
trefiing  accident  happened  to  me;  the  circum- 
ftances  attending  which  were  feen  and  ob- 
ferved  by  fifty  of  my  acquaintance,  all  people 
of  cool  reafon,  clear  flighted,  and  repedable 
rank.  To  cure  my  difeafe,  from  the  analogy 
which  is  allowed  to  exifl:  between  the  moral 
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and  phyfical  faculties,  it  was  neceffary  to  have 
a fprightly  Imagination,  happy  thoughts, 
flattering  expectations,  a lively  hope,  un- 
bounded credulity,  and  gay  ideas.  Unfortu- 
nately. for  me,  I live  in  fuch  happy  times, 
and  amidif  fuch  worthy  people,  where  vera- 
city, virtue,  merit,  reafon  and  juftice  reign  ; 
who  examine  fcrupiiloufly,  judge  juftly,  and 
decide  modeftly ; who  diilribute  honours, 
favours,  fortune,  rank,  and  reputation  fo  equi- 
tably ; who  attend  fo  much  to  other  people’s 
interefts,  and  fo  little  to  their  own  ; that  my 
Imagination  meets  with  every  oppofite  quality 
to  that  which  could  be  favourable  to  it.  Me- 
lancholy black  ideas,  diftrefling  recollections, 
difcouraging  expectations,  and  unconquerable 
difbelief  of  every  good  fortune,  promifed  me 
very  little  hope  of  fuccefs,  and  violent  expec- 
tation of  great  evils  ; in  one  word,  diverted 
of  the  fentiments  which  ought  neceffarily  to 
arife  from  the  faithful  picture  of  what  paffes 
around  us  in  every  fenfe  ; — thofe  are  my  ha- 
bitual, and  were  then  my  moral  difpofltions  ; 
fuch  was  the  date  of  my  Imagination.  Yet, 
taken  in  hand  by  Mr.  Mefmer,  I was  per- 
fectly cured  in  fifteen  days,  and  had  no  crifes; 
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they  did  not  prefs  on  my  hypochondres,  nor 
did  they  torment  my  epigaftric  region,  nor 
my  colon ; they  did  not  comprefs  that  very 
irritable  inteftine  by  rubbing  its  integuments; 
and  I neither  felt  heat  nor  cold  ; and  though 
I attended  as  much  as  pofiible,  in  hopes  of 
perceiving  it,  I could  not  difeover  the  adlion 
of  that  agent.  I went  for  above  a month  to  Mr. 
Mefmer’s,  for  nearly  eight  hours  in  the  day  ; 
during  which  time  I kept  all  my  faculties  as 
it  were  in  a date  of  fufpence,  with  anxious  atten- 
tion to  feel  fome  remarkable  effe&s  from  the 
exiftence  of  this  agent ; I fpent  another  entire 
month  without  finding  any.

Declares,  that,  being  attacked  with  a ma- 
lignant putrid  fever,  he  was  out  of  danger 
and  perfe&ly  cured  in  eight  or  ten  days. 

That  he  was  firft  magnetifed  at  the  com- 
munity of  the  St.  Sulpice,  by  Mr.  D’Eflon. 
Having  a Shocking  head-ach,  Mr.  D’Eflon 
put  his  hand  on  his  forehead,  and  it  went  off 
immediately.

Declares,  that  for  twenty-three  or  twenty- 
four  years  paft,  in  all  fituations,  whether 
Handing,  fitting,  walking,  riding,  at  his 
meals,  and  even  in  company,  he  has  been 
conftantly  affli&ed  with  a drowfinefs. 

That  every  kind  of  remedy  ferved  only  to 
aggravate  his  complaint,  which  was  accom- 
panied with  an  irritation  of  the  nervous  fyftem 
to  fuch  a degree,  as  to  deprive  him  of  his 
Hrength;  and  to  make  him  drop  whatever  he 
held  in  his  hands. 

That  in  1783  and  1784  he  was  obliged  to 
give  up  his  place  of  Almoner  to  His  Royal 
Highnefs  Monlieur  the  King’s  Brother. 

That  the  10th  of  Auguft  laft  he  went  to 
Mr.  D’Eflon’s  treatment. 

The  firft  time  he  was  touched  he  felt  no 
effedts,  though  he  was  very  attentive  to  feel 
them  ; but  being  magnetifed  again  the  fame 
day  on  his  head,  without  being  touched  with 
the  operator’s  hands,  he  felt  a fhaking  from  his 
eyes  to  his  pole,  a fhuddering  and  fhock,  fome 
flight  pains  and  giddinefs.

I certify  that  in  1779  I was  attacked 
with  a gouty  rheumatifm  in  the  articulations 
of  my  thighs,  knees,  and  feet  j and  that  I 
differed  the  mod  violent  pains  for  four  months. 
About  the  latter  end  of  1781  the  rheumatic 
humour  affe&ed  my  head  very  feverely ; and 
after  making  me  differ  for  a long  time,  it  fell 
in  my  eyes,  which  began  to  dwell  out  of  their 
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fcckets ; Mr.  Beequet,  oculift,  difperfed 
this  humour  by  elder  baths.  I avoided  bleed- 
ing, continued  the  ufe  of  fumigations,  and  for 
forty-five  days  bathed  my  feet.  I was  no 
fooner  relieved  of  this,  than  I felt  {hooting 
pains  in  my  right  foot  ; as  thefe  pains  in- 
creafed,  my  eyes  became  better,  but  my  foot 
fwelled  exceedingly.  For  ten  months  I could 
not  walk,  but  buffered  excefiively.  I was  ad- 
vifed  to  the  ufe  of  aftringents,  and  the  fwel- 
ling  difappeared,  but  it  affeded  the  whole 
length  of  my  thigh  ; and  the  confequence  of 
this  imprudence  was  a fciatica,  a contraction 
of  my  nerves,  a quinby,  and  my  eyes  becom- 
ing bad  again.  I fled  to  eledricity  about  the 
end  of  Odober.  I attended  Mr.  Mauduit’s 
operations ; and  in  fix  weeks  got  more  firength, 
and  lefs  pain,  but  without  diminution  of  the 
humour  in  my  joints  : In  this  fiate  I went  to 
* the  country,  where  I fiaid  near  two  months, 
always  buffering  very  much;  at  every  btep  I 
took  I felt  a very  bharp  pain,  all  my  articu- 
lations being  obftruded,  and  my  leg  and. 
thigh  entirely  bhrivelled  up. 

The  5th  of  April  laft  I went  to  Mr.  D’El- 
lon’s,-  and  was  magnetifed  that  very  day.

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For  lome  days,  without  having  felt  any  re- 
markable effects,  I was  furprifed  to.  fee  all  my 
body  and  face  become  very  yellow  ; yet  I was 
Wronger,  more  fprightly,  and  had  a prodigi- 
ous appetite.

My  eye,  in 
which  nothing  appeared  but  bloody  filaments, 
and  with  which  it  was  covered,  became  white 
in  fome  places,  when  the  running  flopped. 
In  fliort,  in  an  hour  I was  perfedly  relieved.

middle  of  my  ched  : I give  here  a defcription 
only  of  the  mod:  apparent  fymptoms,  and 
which  can  be  atteded  by  every  one  who 
knows  me  : I pafs  over  all  the  different  fuf- 
ferings  which  mud:  naturally  attend  fuch  a 
horrid  fituation,  to  which  no  remedy  was 
ever  found  to  bring  the  fmalled  alleviation, 
though  I had  given  a fair  trial  to  every  mode 
of  cure  as  yet  found  out,  and  confulted  the 
mod:  able  phyficians  and  anatomids  in  Paris  ; 
the  major  part  of  whom  deemed  me  incur- 
able ; and  more  efpecially  in  my  lad  conful- 
tation,  of  Augud  1782,  it  was  declared,  that 
nothing  but  a miracle  could  make  me  live 
a month  : It  was  at  this  juncture  that,  as 
the  lad  refource,  I put  myfelf  under  Mr. 
D’Edon’s  hands  more  through  complaifance 
from  my  anxious  friends  than  from  any  ex- 
pectations of  relief,  as  I did  not  place  the  mod

Every  day  produced 
me  the  mod  evident  improvement ; and  at 
this  indant,  though  not  perfedly  cured,  I 
enjoy  a date  of  health  to  which  I was  a 
dranger  for  eight  years  : My  belly  has  loft 

its  enormous  iize ; and  I congratulate  myfelf 
for  having  had  an  Imagination  fortunate  and 
lively  enough  to  have  diiperfed  three  feirrhous 
tumours:  1 hope  foon  to  be  indebted  to  it 
for  a perfed  cure. 

I mud  add,  that,  fince  I have  attended  the 
magnetical  treatment,  I never  took  either 
cream  of  tartar,  or  any  the  moft  trifling

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N.  B.  The  ffate  of  the  cafe  is  contained  in 
fix' large  pages;  but,  for  brevity,  we  give  a 
copy  but  of  the  two  lad:. 

About  the  end  of  laft  winter,  Madam  the 
Countefs  de  la  Blache  fell  into  a (late  of  flupor 
and  numbnefs,  which  alarmed  usafrefh;  fhe 
fcarcely  heard  what  was  faid ; fhe  had  a fixed 
look,  and  her  ideas  were  confufed  ; fhe  fpoke 
with  pain  to  herfelf,  and  with  difficulty  held 
up  her  head  l,  and,  to  ufe  her  own  expreffion, 
fhe  was  in  a kind  of  apoplexy  : Her  pulfe 
was  full  and  hard  : It  apeared  neceffary  to 

have  recourfe  to  bleeding:  The  numbnefs 

went  off,  but  a tightnefs  at  her  cheft  came 
on,  with  a difficulty  of  breathing;  and  the 
voice  fo  completely  extinff,  that,  by  putting 
the  ear  clofe  to  her  mouth,  with  difficulty  can 
be  diftinguifhed  the  few  words  fhe  articulates 
with  the  greateft  labour : For  more  than 

fix  months  fhe  has  been  obliged  to  keep  her 
bed,  where  fhe  can  neither  fit  up,  nor  lie 
flat  at  her  length  ; fhe  can  fcarcely  remain  for 
a quarter  of  an  hour  on  a long  chair,  whilffc 
her  bed  is  making,  without  being  in  danger 
of  fuffocation  : The  leaft  movement  in  her 

bed  puts  her  in  a ffifling  ffate ; and  twenty 

P 2 times 
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times  in  the  day  fhe  lofes  her  breath,  which 
is  re-edablifhed  a little  only  by  her  falling  into 
Inch  a date  of  weaknefs  as  may  almod  be 
called  fainting  away  : The  tightnefs  which 

fhe  feels,  the  apprehenfion  of  expiring,  added 
to  the  effects  fhe  is  forced  to  make  to  relieve 
herfelf,  produce  a piercing  cry,  which  is 
fucceeded  by  a dejection,  and  univerfal  cold 
fweat when  at  bed,  her  ched  is  abfolutely 
immoveable  ; the  dighted  effort  to  breathe  is 
made  only  by  the  fcarcely-perceptible  move- 
ment of  the  mulcles  of  her  belly.  This  date 
of  her  ched  feemed  at  drd  to  be  convullive* 
Antilpafmodic  mixtures  were  employed  in 
vain,  as  were  the  mod  efficacious  quieting  me- 
dicines, fuch  as  afafeetida,  camphor,  cador, 
mufk,  oil  of  amber,  dowers  of  zine,  and  the 
preparations  of  opium.  It  was  then  thought 
that  the  humour  had  been  removed  to  her 
ched  ; bliders  were  applied,  without  produc- 
ing any  relief,  for  fix  weeks.  Three  months 
fince  Mr.  Bouvart  adviied  anemenagogue,  and 
an  antifpafmodic  opiate,  which  was  unluc- 
celsfully  taken  for  a month,  and  was  obliged 
to  be  laid  afide,  as  it  greatly  heated  the  pa- 
tient : In  ffiort,  in  a late  confutation,  after 

feveral 
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\ 

jfeveral  means  being  propofed,  which  had  all 
been  tried  without  effedt,  Mr.  Malouet  ad- 
vifed  the  infpiration  of  a vapour  through  a 
tin  box,  made  for  that  purpofe  by  his  direc- 
tion : She  has  continued  for  fifteen  days  paffc 
to  breathe  the  fleam  of  an  emollient  decodtion 
feveral  times  in  the  day;  but  her  breathing 
is  not  improved  : The  extinction  of  voice  and 
fliflings  are  flill  the  fame  : No  appetite,  no 
fleep,  her  flrength  loft,  and  emaciation  ex- 
tremely great.  This  is  the  prefen  t date  of  a 
very  interefling  perfon,  whole  fituation  is  con- 
fidered  at  leall  as  exceedingly  precarious,  by 
every  phyfician  who  had  an  opportunity  q£ 
feeing  her.  *

The  Commiffioners  feem  almofl  to  wifh  to 
repreient  us  as  out  of  our  fenfes,  from  the  vio- 
lent flrefs  they  lay,  in  their  report,  on  the  ef- 
fedtof  our  Imaginations.  After  receiving  fuch  an 
inlult,  Mr.  D’Eflon’s  patients  think  themfelves 
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obliged  to  vindicate  their  judgment,  by  giv- 
ing a circumftantial  detail  of  the  effedts  they 
felt.  Thofe  gentlemen  have  found  it  more 
convenient  to  deny  the  exigence  of'thefe  ef- 
fedts,  than  to  givethemfelves  the  trouble  of  ex- 
amining into,  or  time  to  be  obferve  them ; no 
doubt,  this  indifference  of  theirs  rauft  have 
proceeded  from  a polite  difcretion  for  the 
patients.

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medicines,  though  very  powerful,  neither  af- 
fedted  my  nerves  nor  my  cheft,  and  relieved 
me  for  fome  time  : A fecond  caufe  for  grief 
obliged  me  to  lay  them  afide,  and  reduced 
me  to  a ftill  more  melancholy  date  : I began 
again  to  take  my  medicines  about  the  end  of 
June  was  twelve  months,  but  the  contraction 
of  my  nerves  became  more  fevere  and  more 
frequent ; the  obftrudtions  increafed  very 
much,  and  retarded  the  effects  of  the  medi- 
cines : The  following  winter  I was  obliged  to 
lay  them  afide  : Being  obliged  to  wait  for  the 
fummerfeafon  to  renew  my  application,  and 
finding  my  complaints  increafe,  I was  advifed 
to  try  Magnet ifm : My  incredulity  began  to 
give  way  to  the  many  cures  which  were  re-

of  it’s  continuance,  from  the  examples  I daily 
fee  under  my  eyes. 

I do  not  think  there  will  be  found  in  this 
account,  which  I give  of  myfelf  and  the 
treatment,  many  effects  which  could  be  at- 
tributed to  Imagination  : I mud  obferve,  that 
the  effe&s  have  been  often  produced  with- 
out my  being  touched.

fion,  that  the  crifes  and  effeds  are  produced

by  Imagination,  touching,  or  Imitation,  is 
abfolutely  falfe,  fo  far  as  refpeds  me.

Six  years  ago  the  death  of  my  mother,  by 
giving  me  a fudden  fhock,  threw  me  into 
convullions  ; this  was  not  the  only  incident  it 
produced  ; and,  among  the  reft,  that  of  an 
eruption  of  pimples  all  over  my  body,  which 
were  ftruck  in  on  my  cheft  by  a bath.  My 
father  had  already  confulted  Meftrs.  Tronchin 
and  Lorry  ; — their  prefcriptions  proving  inef- 
fectual, he  applied  to  three  famous  phylicians 
of  this  town,  one  after  another.

Country  air  it  was  thought 
would  be  of  fervice.  I ftaid  in  the  country 
until  the  month  of  Auguft  : My  father  natu- 
rally becoming  uneafy  at  my  ftate,  when  in- 
formed of  it,  made  me  return  to  Paris  : I 
arrived  fwelled  up  to  my  ftomach  ; yellow  and 
livid;  not  able  to  walk  twenty  fteps,  without 
having  fuch  a palpitation  as  often  made  me 
faint  away  : 1 was  in  this  fltuation-  when  I 
flril  faw  Mr.  D’Eflon  : I fpoke  to  him  about 
my  complaint.

four  hours  : Two  phyfkians  who  attended  me 
declared  they  faw  nothing  in  the  art  of  phyfic 
which  could  cure  me;  and  advifed  me  to  set

back  as  quickly  as  podible  to  Magnetifm; 
and  in  the  month  of  March,  1783,  I was 
brought  here  : Since  that  moment  I have

niflled.

1 laid-in  in  July  1779  ; fuckled  my  child  * 
and  continued  well  until  the  feventh  month, 
when  a flooding  came  on.  1 obdiiiately 
perfided  in  keeping  the  child  to  my  bread ; 
the  flooding  continued  at  every  period.  Whea 
my  child  was  a year  old  I weaned  her,  and 
from  that  time  my  floodings  increafed  : One 
of  the  glands  of  my  bread;  became  indurated* 
and  in  fix:  months  was  partly  difperfed  by  the 
application  of  an  ointment;  as  foon  as  it  difap- 
peared  I found  fuch  a violent  pain  in  my 
died  and  right  fide,  that  I could  not  lie  on  it* 
I infenfibly  fell  away;  and  the  floodings  were 
increafed  fo  as  to  lafl  for  twenty-eight  days  of 
each  month  : About  fix  o’clock  in  the  evenings

I became  prodigioufly  opprefled,  burning  hot, 
and  a fever  came  on  until  fix  o’clock  in  the 
morning;  I continued  in  this  date,  in  a forced 
■doze,  and  almod  a continual  defire  to  deep; 
this  was  accompanied  with  violent  pains  in 
my  loins  and  limbs  : Mr.  de  Rod!  thought 
my  milk  was  the  caufe  of  this  derangement; 
but  I was  convinced  to  the  contrary,  bv  my

milk’s  palling  downwards,  as  Toon  as  I weaned 
my  child,  and  from  its  not  returning  to  my 
breafts ; I looked  upon  this  as  a fufficient  rea- 
fon,  and  confequently  would  never  take  any 
thing  to  purge  it  off:  I had  no  opinion  of  phy- 
fic,  and  remained  with  my  complaints  : I had 
much  more  dependance  on  Magnetifm,  from 
my  having  heard  of  feveral,  and  feen  many* 
happy  effects  produced  by  it,  and  among  the 
fell  on  Mr.  Rolli  himfelf : I determined  there- 
fore, with  Mr.  Rofii’s  confent,  to  try  Ani- 
mal  Magnetifm.

— But  it  does  not  follow,  that,  becaufe  it 
is  difficult  to  underftand,  it  fhould  be  baftily 
condemned  as  fabulous  ; no  ; we  have  all  too 
much  felf  love  to  run  the  rifle  of  a fatirical 
grin  at  the  expence  of  our  penetration,  fhould  it 

be 
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be  hereafter  proved  that  we  were  too  hafty 
in  following  the  example  of  the  Commiiiioners, 
by  denying  the  exigence  of  what  rears  up  its 
head  to  accufe  them.  We  will  therefore 
quietly  lie  by,  and  not  expofe  ourfelves,  until, 
with  our  own  eyes,  we  can  fee  fomething  done 
and  feme  difeafes  cured  by  it ; and  that  is  as 
much  as  the  ftrongefl:  advocate  for  Animal
